And this is the time when the 
mode, as it will appear at the smart resorts, 
is being made. For what Biarritz is wear- 
ing now, Palm Beach will wear in the late 
winter and early spring. The sketches and 
photographs on pages 53 to 59 illustrate 
this mode, with its two-piece daytime uni- 
form, its new versions of ‘the ubiquitous felt hat, and its lovely 
gowns for evening that enchant one merely to see them. 


HE two-piece dresses are newer than they seem at the first 

casual glance. They have come to be the almost invariable 
daytime costume for resort wear, and they are fuller as to skirts, 
with their pleats and their flares, often longer as to blouses, and 
frequently made of tussur silk, shantung, or washable men’s 
shirting, in the ‘off’? shades and natural shades that are in- 
creasingly smart. With dresses of these fabrics, there will be 
many shoes of natural coloured linen and others of panama 
(both cloth and straw) with bags to match. But, as Vogue has 
already said in former issues, this two-piece costume is no longer 
for daytime wear only. It has many smart afternoon versions, 
and glittering lamé jumper frocks for evening are the last word 
in chic. This from-morn-to-midnight role is illustrated by sketch- 
es on pages 66 and 67. 


HE newest variation of the felt hat is called the “Gigolo” 
and is now seen on all the smartest heads in Paris. It has 
a high crown, creased to lower it slightly at the front, giving a 
slanting line, very high at the back. Several examples of this 
and similar felt hats are shown in this issue, in the sketches 
on page 62 and in the photograph in the middle of page 75. 
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S for the evening mode, strangely 

enough in this mode of colour, gowns 
of plain black velvet and others of plain 
white crépe or velvet stand out with enor- 
mous chic. Such a gown ‘is sketched at 
the extreme left in the sketch on page 54, 
a Chanel model in black velvet, worn at 
Biarritz by Madame Alzagua Unzué. A 
striking Vionnet gown of white velvet, 
also seen at Biarritz, is sketched at the ex- 
treme right on page 55. The fringed gown, 
too, will dance through the Palm Beach season. Viounet, 
Chanel, Renée, Lucien Lelong, and several other French designers 
are all making lovely swaying versions of this graceful type of 
frock. One such model is seen at the upper right on page 69. 


HERE is every indication that capes will soon be smarter 

than ever—enveloping capes like the velvet evening wrap 
on page 64; cape-tops, on tweed and other daytime coats, like 
that at the lower left on page 64; and, newest, of all, little cir- 
cular capes to complete crépe de Chine costumes. These cos- 
tumes will have pleated skirts, and they will be made in plain 
colours and also in prints. 





HILE one is considering chic details for oneself, it might 

be well to consider the matter of chic in connection with the 
gifts to be purchased for one’s friends. The pocketbooks shown 
on the Christmas gift pages of this issue—pages 82 to 85—have 
this desirable quality, as well as their own special charm and 
convenience. No less new is the jewellery on pages 81 to 85, 
jewellery with the old-fashioned quaintness that is now a fa- 
vourite characteristic, or with the extremely modern note popular 
in Paris. This quality of up-to-dateness appears, also, in the 
perfumes on pages 86, 87, and 106, both in the enticing 
fragrances and in the charming bottles that contain them.

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tin the favourite holi- 
day resort of royalty and 
its sharply defined social cir- 
cle, Biarritz this autumn was 
more than ever a pleasure cap- 
ital of all nations—republics, 
democracies, monarchies. By 
train bleu, yacht, or motor-car, 
came Egyptian and Scandi- 
navian, Indian and _ South 
American, English and Italian, Spanish and American, Danish 
and Dutch, until Biarritz fairly blazed with contrasts. 

And these contrasts of a modern world are particularly accented 
against this old-world background in that corner of France which 
adjoins Spain. Among the hectic horde of incoming nationalities, 
stalwart Basque men, with little berets perched on their sleek 
black heads and with tall, slender sticks in their hands, march 
along, leading oxen-drawn carts. Gorgeous motor-cars glide past 





(stor from all the gmart ends of the 
earth gather at this resort and set a 
standard of chic living and chic dresung 
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slow-moving, quaint Basque 
women in their quiet black 
frocks. 

Tecming with masses, Biar- 
ritz gives the feeling that it 
is the only peopled spot on the 
earth. It is a mad, mad world 
of the beau monde, seeking the 
glamour of the day, hectically 
devouring the night as it sin- 
gles out its favourite dancing place—the while it traces its cos- 
mopolitan touch over all indelibly, as such a world always does. 

In the vast crowds, the chic are almost lost to the eye. Yet, 
here and there, they rise like apparitions in friendly, intimate 
groups. For the chic content themselves with amusements pro- 
vided by one another, in their villa life and private parties, which 
are far more to their liking than the crowded places where others 
go. Biarritz is dangerous, for the exhilaration of the tonic air 
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“Florida,” in “les bois de Neée- 
gresse” outside of Biarritz, is a 
favourite dancing place of the 
younger set. From left to right are

At the Céte des Basques, one sees one smart car after another 
glide up with the dusky bathing beauties enveloped in brightly 
coloured peignoirs which reveal vivid bathing-costumes. The 
smartest are in white or red, much like those of the men, belted, 
but with deep décolletage and extremely abbreviated skirts. 
Some of the bathers wear caps; others are bareheaded. 


SMART MOTORS AT BIARRITZ 


Crowds of people who do not swim swarm on the beaches 
dressed in street clothes, strolling along, stopping now and again 
to chat with the bathers. On a windy, dull day, those who swim 
ride to the beach in leather coats, some fur lined and left be- 
hind in the motor-car, others lined with gay silks and worn to 
the edge of the water. 

To mention Biarritz of 1925 is to tell an unrivalled story of 
the motor-car. Swarming through the streets, miles and miles 
of these gorgeous, noiseless creatures speak endlessly of a new 
sophistication, an unchallenged sense of power, an unprece- 
dented completeness. En masse, they epitomize all that modern 
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taste can achieve in an effervescent world of fashion. There 
goes one—long, slim, graceful, equipped as tastefully as the smart- 
est modern villa. Here comes one—as sure of itself as a débutante. 
As one watches them roll past, one after another, one sighs in 
sheer desperation, thinking that perhaps one has died and passed 
into a motor heaven. 


THE SMARTEST DAYTIME COSTUME 


Surprisingly, all of the daytime costumes are very similar. 
The two-piece jumper suit rules, with three variations: it may 
be all of wool, or with a silk jumper and a wool skirt, or all of silk. 
The skirts are pleated, but they have lost that straight up-and- 
down look and flare with a line that is accentuated by the jumper, 
which is very tight at the hip-line. Wool skirts are more varied 
with their pleats. Tiny pleats are let in to the centre front or the 
sides, low down near the hem, while a few take on the flare by 
means of a frankly circular side cut. 

Short sleeves are never seen. All are long. The only scarf 
used is a short little affair of silk or light wool in gay colours, 
folded or twisted and then fastened with a pin low over the left 
shoulder, coming around in a streamer over the right, ending 
abruptly above the waist-line. The effect is very charming. 

Coming well within the range of the popular jumper is the

There are sweaters of every descrip- 
tion, of every known shade and de- 
sign, some buttoned, some slip-over, 
sometimes worn with a belt, some- 
times without, and often with an 
up-in-front, down-in-back line. The 
polo sweater is out. Not a single 
one is seen at Biarritz this season. 

Along the beach, these costumes are 
seen, and, also, at eleven in the morn- 
ing, when the world of fashion 
gathers at the Bar Basque for an 
aperitif or saunters in a blazing sun 
to the gaiety of the Chaumiére Bar. At the latter place, one 
literally rubs elbows with Grand Dukes and Duchesses, Counts 
and Countesses, interesting-looking Portuguese, Eastern Princes, 
all squeezed in tightly. 

Beige antelope gloves, worn by the smart women there, do 
not conceal their wrists, stiffened with multiple sets of dia- 
mond bracelets or by three of as many shades of gold, occasion- 
ally accompanied by another band of lovely smooth silver. 


THE UBIQUITOUS FELT HAT 


The hats all give the feeling that they are made from one 
pattern. The close-fitting felt is still popular, but newer 
is a saucy little model of a slightly longer pile felt with a satiny 
sheen. The brim turns straight down, quite suddenly, as if 
to shield the eves from an all-too-brilliant sun. 

Newest in shoes, seen at Biarritz, is the Oxford. Many are 
in the new autumn shade of deep brown combined with white, 
made in leather. Occasionally, the very, very chic are seen 
in grey suede combined with a little black patent leather and 
worn with grey silk stockings. Beige suede and other beige leathers 
are reserved for the more formal shoe, the pump or shoe but- 
toned with straps, which varies with one, two, or three bars 
in all manner of widths and designs. 

At luncheon, too, the ensemble seen everywhere is worn, 
even at the Chateau Basque and at the Bar Basque, the smartest 
place where one can eat at midday. But, to say midday is to 
make a misleading statement, for 
at Biarritz all of the events of the 
day are much later than at most 
other Continental resorts.

Even lunching in Biarritz is novel 
and artistic. At the Bar Basque, one 
sits beneath a gay, sloping awning 
and gazes past trickling water, drip- 
ping from the flapping eaves like 
a sparkling veil, into the golden sun-

RESORT LIFE AFTER LUNCHEON

tinue their life as at home, each in little groups quite apart from 
one another. Very chic, the golf in Biarritz. And picturesque. 
Far away, coming up over a hill crest, strolls the tall woman 
caddie, dressed in black, looking like a great stalking siren, 
auguring no good. And with her a woman golf devotee, in pink, 
accompanied by four or six men. 

More restricted, still more chic than golf, are the polo matches 
which one may attend as an after-siesta recreation or amuse- 
ment, where, as at the golf-links, one may go to the bar or have 
tea amid the smart crowds encircling the gay little tables. 

As an alternative to polo and golf, one may motor across the 
border to San Sabastian to see a game of pelota, or, if one can 
bear the cruelty of it, there are certain days when one can witness 
that peculiarly Spanish sport of bull-fighting.

Before This Respecrable Institution Becomes As Extinct 


As Are the Wodos and Three-Toed Horses, It Pleases Us 


To fKecall the Attributes of Its One-Time Chieftains 


HILE ‘here are yet vestiges of family life about us, and 

households, as households, still exist, it would surely be 
seemly to examine the characters of those who once held the 
position of headship in them. We refer to fathers. There is noth- 
ing really more usual than being a father, except being a mother, 
but there is nothing about fathers and mothers to-day to suggest 
that they are what they are. They (if they have happened to stay 
together) and their young people (when their young people stay 
with them) do about the same things and dress in about the same 
way. We can hardly tell mothers and daughters apart, and the 
only reason we can tell fathers from sons is because fathers will 
grow through their hair. Experts have given us a reason for this, 
but we are not going to divulge it here. This essay is not written 
for the purpose of preventing baldness, blessed as that would be. 


LL the same it is very likely that bushy hair, bushy eye- 

brows, bushy whiskers and beards, bristling mustachios, 
helped to give male parents the air, if not the actuality, of that 
authority which they lack to-day. There was something, depend 
upon it, in the mastership of eyes flashing under ruffled hedges 
of eyebrows and above tangled thickets of blusterous face-hair. 
Look at the pictures of pirates and desperadoes in general; would 
they be half so awe-inspiring shaved? The furious father with 
whiskers must seem more furious than the furious father without. 
Hot rage can lift the moustache in a savage snarl, where the 
bare upper lip simply curls in a cold sneer. Not for nothing 
was Bluebeard’s name swamped in deference to his terrific ap- 
pendage. Prophets are bearded; sages are bearded; fanatics are 
bearded; fighters of many sorts and nationalities are bearded; 
and fathers should follow suit, for they need to be all of these 
things! If they are none of them, all the more do they need hair 
to hide the fact. 


OWEVER, smooth brows and bare faces happen to prevail 

among the masculine population of our part of the world, 
whether they are paterfamiliases or not. They have chosen to 
lay aside this part of their armour and to contend—for they no 
longer rule—without it. And they have their work cut out for 
them in these times when the paternal position no longer entitles 
them to the last word—regarding that as the decisive one. True, 
a father may still disinherit a son, if he has anything left to 
Jeave away from him. But what would a mother be doing mean- 
while? Pleading, plotting, interceding, probably saving up for 
the young scapegrace, to boot. And, in the end, the good-natured 
incumbent of the once-mighty patriarchal throne gradually finds 
himself weakening; naturally, he’d weaken without whiskers; 
certainly, he’d weaken if he were an American father, for no 
other race gives away to the younger generation as we do. 





HIS is not true of families coming from any stock which 

has its preserved traditions of discipline and self-control, 
but such families are not in the ascendant. The largest class of 
our rich and the largest class of our poor allow their children 
amazing liberty, and in both cases for the same fundamental 
reason. They wish them to occupy positions other than those in 
which they—the parents—were brought up and feel at home in, 
and they hesitate to impose their wills (if they have wills) upon 
creatures whose outlook on life is an outlook they have deliber- 
ately sought to make different. Besides, most parents are lazily 
lax about authority till the time for exerting it, without pitched 
battles, is past. Then, too, the segregation in this country (except 
with very sophisticated people) of the young with the young 
makes a heavy weight of mass influence to be hurled against 
elderly opinion. No wonder it totters! 





ROM the gentle-mannered little Italian tradesman who de- 

plores the bad influence of the children in the block on his 
offspring, but hasn’t the time or the force to counteract it; from the 
husband of the Irish virago who won’t have anybody, house-father 
or city-father, correct her brood unless her own flaming rage rises 
against them; to the newly arrived millionaire who is socially sat 
upon by his household; the failure of the Head of the Family to be 
the head of the family is apparent. His efforts, if he makes any, to 
exert authority are futile. “Anything for a quiet life,” says a 
father of to-day. Perhaps he is right. But we sometimes wonder 
if he is going the right way to obtain quiet. Nobody wants to 
have children ill treated. Everybody would vote them a happy, 
sunshiny, even reasonably noisy and healthily grubby life, if vot- 
ing early and often would do it. But there is no question that 
respect for law and order is not what the lot of them teach one 
another, and that the firm voice, to say nothing of the unfaltering 
hand, of potent papas is greatly needed. 


F papas won’t be potent, their predilection for peace is not 

likely to be gratified. Peace without power to enforce it when 
necessary is not to be enjoyed upon this earth. They should be 
just, intelligent, humorous, decided, and have the ability to en- 
force their decisions. What they really are, generally, are hairless, 
harmless wage-earners, or hairless, heedless business-gamblers, 
letting their wives and children do as they please as long as they 
do it without troubling the domestic atmosphere unduly. No 
longer heads, but figureheads, and we ask ourselves how long to 
be that? The old fiery father of fiction and the stage is gone. 
If we have any influence upon the present fading father of fact, 
we should advise him to abdicate entirely, gracefully but entirely, 
allowance the family, live in the workshop or office where his 
word is probably law, and cultivate liberty rather than equality.

HE discovery, invention, or idea that 

makes a generation great is frequently not 

the discovery, invention, or idea that the 
generation which gives it birth considers great. 
More often than seems reasonable, the most 
valuable contribution of one period to succeeding 
periods is something obscure, overlooked by con- 
temporaries or, if noticed, considered unimpor- 
tant, like the birth of the baby in a log cabin who 
will grow up to become President. It may be that 
the greatest achievement of our time in _ the 
estimation of the future will not be the airplane, 
the submarine, the radio, the skyscraper, psycho- 
analysis, or even poison gas; possibly, it will be 
a little thing that happened on a Saturday eve- 
ning of this year at Broadway and Sixty-Second 
Street and, if observed at all, was merely noted in 
passing. I refer to the resolution of a controversy 
that for three centuries has been waged inter- 
mittently all over Europe, the two Americas, 
Australia, and doubtless Asia and Africa, too. 
Savants, theses of doctors of philosophy, antiqua- 
rians, psychiatrists, sophomores, the man in the 
street, the old lady of Dubuque—all have argued 
the question. And the argument never ended; 
“yes and no” has been the invariable outcome— 
and the stupendous question filed in the cabinet 
marked “to be continued.” 


**HAMLET”’ 


UT, on a recent Saturday evening in the 

upper reaches of Broadway, the three cen- 
turies of indecision culminated: Walter Hampden 
appeared in “Hamlet” and now the world knows 
the truth. Hamlet is sane! There can be no 
longer any doubt. From the moment that this 
Prince pretends madness, it is clear that he is pre- 
tending, so clear indeed that one marvels at the 
stupidity, obtuseness, blindness of three centuries 
of thoughtful people. I include myself. Some- 
times, it seemed to me one way, sometimes an- 
other, but now all that is resolved. Shakspere 
intended Hamlet to be sane; he is sane; his every 
act and every word attest his sanity. Walter 
Hampden makes that clear—and much else be- 
sides. 

It is the most lucid and the most intelligent 
Hamlet I have ever seen. Forbes-Robertson’s was 
mellower, richer; John Barrymore's more flaming. 
But this one, except for the closet scene, illumines 
the text. You follow the action and the psychol- 
ogy simultaneously ; ‘they fit into each other with- 
out a break. All of the other Hamlets of my ex- 
perience have stressed one or the other so heavily 
that they distorted the whole scheme, and the effect 
on me was largely mere respect for a classic. But 
this production makes one aware, not only that 
the character of the hero is the subtlest and the 
most complete in all drama, but that the play 
itself is an expert, rapid piéce du théétre and that 
the two are inseparably one. In fact, Walter; 
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The beautiful Elsie Ferguson, in 
“The Grand Duchess and the Wait- 
er,” portrays a charming lady of Rus- 
sian nobility who has escaped from 
the Bolsheviki and exists by pawning 
her jewels and running a Russian 
restaurant 


Hampden’s production gives me a new insight in- 
to the tragedy and an enormously heightened re- 
spect for Shakspereasa practical playwright. Every 
incident is inevitable ; not one isarbitrary. Forex- 
ample, Ophelia’s madness. Heretofore, I and the 
commentators have thought of it as merely “effec- 
tive’—to be blunt, hokum. Now, I realize that 
it is adroit dramatic contrast. Hamlet's father 
has been murdered; he assumes madness to 
further his revenge. Ophelia’s father is murdered; 
her mind breaks! 

I admit freely that I went to see Hampden’s 
production of “Hamlet” with scoffing in my heart. 
His Othello last season was conventional, dull. And 
the very thought of Ethel Barrymore as Ophelia— 
after her Juliet—set me laughing. I remained to 
revere. The presentation of the tragedy is dig- 
nified, impressive, intelligent, beautiful, always 
human. The lines are spoken with full appre- 
ciation of their loveliness, but first for their 
meaning. The members of the cast never forget 
that they are speaking great poetry, but great 
poetry in a drama acted before an audience. 
They make it thrilling as drama. So, I know 
now, did Shakspere. Hampden plays the 
Danish Prince with variety, comprehension, 
infinite shading. Miss Barrymore brings to 
Ophelia her radiant beauty, diffident tenderness, 
and her unique voice is marvellously suited to the 
part. Even the mad scene she invests with convic- 
tion; tender, forlorn, pathetic, her eyes glitter 
with the starry amazement of madness, Albert

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HE word diet is one that 

strikes terror to the heart 
of the average woman who is 
attempting to rid herself of 
those superfluous pounds that 
make the arrow go up and the 
spirits go down each time that 
she mounts the scales. She 
may permit herself to be boiled 
or pummelled, she may take pills 
or prescriptions, but diet is the 
last of the last resorts. This is because of the 
generally mistaken conception that to diet is 
to starve. In reality, dieting is merely exclud- 
ing those foods from one’s meals that make 
for fat, those replete with sugar, starches, and 
oils. And when these are excluded, a surprising 
number of palatable foods remain. One may dine 
wisely, indeed, rather than too well, enjoy one’s 
dinner, and discard one’s pounds. 


THE “DEFENDU” OF DIET 


There are certain specific foods that should not 
be permitted to appear in the diet of the person 
who is aiming for slenderness. These include 
pork, ham, bacon, hot breads, cereals and break- 
fast foods, rice, macaroni, potatoes, beans, milk, 
cream, cheese, butter, pies, cakes, puddings, pas- 
tries, custard, ice-cream, chocolate, and confec- 
tions. Olive-oil is one hundred per cent. fat 
and should be avoided on all occasions, while 
every form of alcohol is exceedingly fattening. 
One hears much about the superiority of gluten 
er diet bread over white bread. This is true, 
but not for the reason that is generally accepted. 
The graham and gluten breads contain precisely 
the same number of the calories as the white, 
but they are not refined to the point that the 
white bread is and thus provide more roughage.

rule. Thus, while gluten or diet bread is pref- 
erable, it is not wise to eat four or five slices 
of bread of any kind at a meal under the de- 
lusion that it is an actual reducing medium. 
One slice should suffice. Water should not be 
taken with meals, though it may be taken before 
or after, and mineral or vichy waters are the best. 

Foods that may be included with impunity in a 
reducing diet are meats of all sorts, other than 
ham, pork, or bacon; chicken and game; lobsters, 
oysters, clams, and all sorts of shell-fish; all 
fish except the oily fish, such as mackerel, shad, 
and bluefish; all fruits except bananas, figs, and 
grapes; all salads except those including the for- 
bidden fruits or vegetables; meats in aspic and 
jelly; green vegetables, including string-beans, 
spinach, Brussels sprouts, cauliflower, cabbages, 
artichokes, and others; mushrooms, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, green peppers, olives, celery, pickles, 
chili sauce, Worcestershire sauce, and other rel- 
ishes. 

Given such a list, one can, with simple ma- 
nocuvering, plan home menus to include some of 
these foods, and others can be especially prepared 
and served individually. When one is_ en- 
tertaining, however, the intrusion of special 
diet dishes is not welcome, and one’s guests may 
be glad of a complete menu that is free from rich, 
fattening food, especially if it is charming and 
appetizing at the same time. The three following 
menus are composed entirely of non-fattening

that glorious perfection that lasts as 
long as one can believe that Santa 
Claus is the jolly, apple-cheeked soul 
who just manages to get himself down 
the chimney. Only to small eyes, round 
with delight, does the Christmas tree 
seem capped with real snow and 
do the lights seem to twinkle of their 
own accord. For these small persons, each mem- 
ber of a devoted family spends his energies main- 
taining these illusions and filling every minute 
of the day with new surprises. Uncle John has 
been known to take his youngest niece to a toy- 
shop the week before Christmas, then order every 
doll she has admired sent to her on Christmas 
day, with acomplete wardrobe for each one packed 
away in dolls’ trunks.

This gift that will last does not mean anything 
like the sad occasion when Cousin Ned decided 
to start a bank-account as a gift and proffered 
the bank-book with the first entry, instead of 
an electric railroad. Young Ned’s polite, but 
unmistakable indifference was a cure for that 
form of giving at Christmas. The secret of the 
selection of the right sort of gift that lasts 
lies in its appeal to the child when he is a child 
and in its quality of growing more valued as the 
years increase, and such a wisely chosen gift may 
prove the brightest spot in the bright and glam- 
orous day. 

Every child notices and admires the fanciful 
or amusing figures in wrought iron that swing 
on the entrance gates to country places or whirl 
atop a weather-vane, but these are not things that 
would ever occur to the casual seeker after gifts. 
As a matter of fact, they offer charming pos- 
sibilities.

clothes, subjects dear to childhood 
hearts that will make the nursery fire- 
place the most beloved spot in the 
house. Or, if the fireplace is without 
a mantel large enough for this pur- 
pose, the fire must have a screen, and 
on the screen can go the silhouette, to 
stand out black in front of the crack- 
ling flames. Either the gate sign or 
the silhouette may be used into the 
years when the child has a grownup 
house of his own. 

In reckoning gifts, there are al- 
ways books. If a child does not love 
books, they should never be given 

to him as holiday gifts, since Christmas is no 
time for cultivating tastes, but, if he does 
love them, his taste can be gently guided towards 
books that he will enjoy when he is young and 
treasure when he is older. This does not mean 
to exclude the delightful “Oz” books, the lovely 
old fairy-tales, or “Brer Rabbit,” but rather to 
include each Christmas, and each birthday, too, 
one volume of a series that may be the foun- 
dation for a grownup library.

T IS not very costly to purchase 

a few dozen of the Christmas seals 

distributed by the National Tu- 
berculosis Association at this time of 
the year. But how very, very costly 
it is to the victims of this dread dis- 
ease if one omits to buy them. 

It is very little, yet it means so very 
much, the purchasing of these little 
gay seals that send a wish for “Merry 
Christmas and Good Health” clear 
around the world. One doesn’t doubt 
the good intentions of the public 
at large to buy quantities of the little 
gummed bits of paper, nor its wish 
to help in “stamping out” tuberculosis, 
but a word printed here for remem- 
brance may serve as'a reminder. 

There are many, many families 
that never come in any more direct 
contact with tuberculosis than the 
thought that is brought home to them 
by these same Christmas seals. Such 
families very often look upon the dis- 
ease with horror, secretly consider 
themselves far removed from it, and 
dismiss the subject at the first oppor- 
tunity. But, no one is immune. One

give such books regularly, he may prefer 
the cloth binding; then, when the set 
is complete, have the books bound in 
a fine binding, thus providing a gift that 
will last into the next generation. When 
one member of the family starts a set 
of books, another may provide a book- 
plate to mark them, as nothing pleases 
a youngster more than something that 
identifies a gift as his very, very own. 
A child’s book-plate should not be 
childish, but have a unique design that 
will last through the years, and the 
most satisfactory way to give it is to 
allow the child to place his own book- 
plate in each of his own books. 


WITHIN THE CHILD’S DOMAIN 


In the child’s room, the gift scope is 
varied and delightful. Pieces of furni- 
ture can be chosen that will be a child’s 
heart’s delight and that will grow 
more dear as the nursery becomes a 
bedroom, then a boudoir or a den. In 
antique shops, one can find small, old- 
fashioned chairs that belonged to ladies 
of crinoline days, quaint, straight-backed 
chairs with small tapestry seats or 
those of painted wood with rush seats. 
Or there are very modern little chairs, 
such as that in the lower sketch on page 
93, with its water-proof chintz covering 
that will be a delightful bit of bath- 
room furniture after it has served its 
term in the nursery, or the cunning 
high-backed chair that is as well suited 
to a boudoir as it is to a child’s bed- 
room. There are painted pieces of 
miniature furniture that have been de- 
signed to follow the child through the 
growing-up years, as the adorable small 
dressing-table (illustrated in the lower 
sketch on page 93) that will enthral any 
little girl from nursery to débutante 
years, and the painted book-case, 
sketched at the bottom of page 92, a 
reproduction of a fifteenth-century piece, 
designed to hold the favourite books. 

One piece of furniture that serves 
through childhood years and carries 
childhood memories long after the 
years have passed is a chest with the 
child’s initials and the date of birth 
carved on it. It may be a large or small 
chest, of maple, cherry, or walnut 
wood; it may be made to order or picked 
up at an auction or discovered in 
some Maine farmhouse, but, whatever 
its type, it will endure throughout a 
child’s life. In it the toys are piled 
up; it will be the treasure chest of 
nursery games; the first small fur 
piece and muff on a ribbon will be 
stored there; then the first grownup 
fur coat. 

There are, too, the many little gift 
things for the room, ‘a door-knocker 
that the small person will insist is 
used before any one, parent or nurse, 
may enter the nursery, and beautiful 
little pillows, such as the one with the 
squirrel design in the chair in the 
lower sketch on page 93, of exquisite 
needle-point, a pillow that one’s mother 
might well envy one. And rugs! A 
rug is not a very inspiring thought as 
a child’s gift, but if it is a hooked rug 
with a cow and a deer or a group of 
kittens for its design, it becomes a 
gift worth having. And how much 
better for future use if it can be a 
genuine old hooked rug that will en- 
hance a grownup room, as well. 

The old ship models that form such 
charming themes of decoration are 
things to stir the childish fancy. What

Silver makes a delightful gift tl 
lasts and is easy to add to, piece 
piece, in addition to other gifts. Wh 
the first spoon or fork of a dozen j 
given, it should be put in the jewelle 
case that is destined to hold the ent 
dozen, and the child may fit the suc- 
ceeding pieces into the case herself. Ove 
fond grandmother who started a set of 
forks, knives, and spoons for her grand. 
daughter made feather-stitched cases 
with the child’s initial embroidered on 
them for each of the dozen pieces of 
silver, This same small girl had a di- 
minutive silver chest, the key of which 
was kept in her own dressing-table and, 
on the occasion of small tea-parties or 
birthday suppers, she unlocked her 
chest and brought out her own silver 
for the service. In selecting silver for 
children, a standard pattern of utmost 
simplicity should be chosen, and _ the 
donor may do well to consult with the 
silversmith in regard to a design that 
will be in as excellent taste a dozen 
years from now as it is to-day. The 
marking of the silver, too, should be 
chosen for its simplicity and enduring 
good taste. 
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GIFTS FOR ART’S SAKE 


Another field in which a chiid’s taste 
may be guided and charmed at the same 
time is that of art. Ever so often, 
“thumb-nail” exhibitions by groups of 
artists are announced at different gal- 
leries, and one can pick up a charming 
original sketch or painting that will 
constitute a perfect introduction be- 
tween the child and a first knowl- 
edge of the arts. If the originals of 
some of the delightful fairy-tale illus- 
trations can be purchased, or an etch- 
ing of the sea or wild ducks on the 
wing, these will appeal to childish 
tastes and be of lasting value. An 
original work is best for instilling in 
the child’s nature that early apprecia- 
tion of the finer things, but reproduc- 
tions can also help to form artistic 
appreciation, providing only the finer 
ones are chosen. 

It must always be borne in mind 
that there is no purpose in choosing 
a gift that lasts, unless it will (ast 
suitably and charmingly. Whether t!:ese 
gifts cost one hundred dollars or tive 
dollars, the givers should bring in- 
genuity and infinite good taste to t ici 
selection, as these gifts are destine: to 
accompany the child during the im- 
portant formative years. And_ the 
pleasure in giving is always mani! ld, 
for the joy of the child at the shi) oF 
the strand of pearls is not a thing hat 
lasts merely as long as the gift is en- 
thralling in its novelty, it is a plea.ure 
that endures and grows as the gif! be- 
comes a treasured possession thro: gh- 
out the years.

Ans.: Very often, superfluous hair 
can be bleached into invisibility by 
the application of equal parts of 
lemon-juice, ammonia, and hydrogen 
peroxide. This should be applied 
daily until the desired results are 
obtained. 


Miss M. S.: If two young ladies 
are stopping at a hotel where they 
take several meals in the dining- 
room, is it customary for them to tip 
the head waiter with the waiter that 
serves them? What is the customary 
tip? 

Ans.: What one gives a head waiter 
is between him and one’s conscience. 
If people are likely to require his good 
offices frequently or if they want spe- 
cial attention on a special occasion, it 
is wise to tip. But if they merely order 
their meals and go about their business, 
it is not necessary. The tip would vary 
according to the means of the tipper 
and the amount of service. Two girls 
(if they have received any _ special 
service) might give two or three dollars 
to the head waiter, while table waiters 
get ten per cent. of the bill. 


Mrs. E. W. P.: What is the correct 
way to announce a baby’s birth to per- 
sons other than close relatives? Is it 
good form to send large engraved cards, 
bearing the parents’ names with a tiny 
card attached ? 

Ans.: The birth of a baby may be 
announced in a number of ways. Tele- 
grams may be sent to distant interested 
relations and friends; letters written to 
a few intimates; or the telephone used 
for communicating the news to such 
as are most anxious to hear it. The 
practice of sending out tiny cards for 
the new baby (tied with white ribbon 
to the cards of its parents) is one 
which has been adopted by many people 
as, perhaps, the most convenient way 
of making the news known, although it 
is not used to a great extent in smart 
metropolitan circles. 


Mr. E. H. S.: Is it customary for a 
married man to serve as best man at 
his sister’s wedding? If so, who serves 
as an escort for the wife of the man 
who is best man? 

Ans.: The groom’s chief attendant 
may be a married man, even though 
tradition calls for single ones. ‘The 
bride’s brother-in-law may serve in this 
capacity, as well as any other married 
man. In such a case, some close male 
friend or some member of the bride’s 
family would act as escort to the best 
man’s wife at the wedding ceremony 
and wedding reception. 


Mrs. C. V. W.: What is the corre 
signature for a woman whose husban 
is dead? How does it differ from th: 
of the woman who is divorced ? 

Ans.: A married woman continu 
to use her husband’s name after | 
dies. She does not return to her Chris- 
tian name or maiden name, but conti: 
ues to have her name engraved on lhe 
visiting-cards, as “Mrs. John Hunt 
Gaylord.” In legal matters, a woma 
is necessarily addressed by her ow 
Christian name, and a widow sometinx s 
receives letters from her bankers a: 
lawyers addressed to “Mrs. Esther Je: 
Gaylord,” but no one else should ey 
address her in that way. A divorce 
usually drops her husband’s Christi 
name and combines her family nai 
with his surname; thus, “Mrs. How: 
Gaylord,” Howell being the name <f 
her parents.

Miss R. G. T. E.: Will Spani 
shawls continue their chic through th:s 
season?

First of all, the number of meals should 
be reduced to two a day, and only one 
of these should be a really substa::tial 
one.

F “THE KenwortHys,” by 

Margaret Wilson (Harper), a 

diversity of things may be said, 
because of the diversity of reactions 
which follow one upon another as the 
reader goes through the pages. The 
book opens with a love-scene between 
Emily Fiske and Jim Kenworthy, 
ending in an absurd misunderstanding 
that alters the course of their lives. 
Jim goes away and marries a woman 
totally unsuited to him; a hard, cold, 
thin-lipped, determined woman with 
whom his life is a veritable hell. 
Emily marries Jim’s younger brother, 
Bob. Of their union, a daughter is 
born, who plays little part in the story. 
Of Jim’s marriage, a son, Bronson, 
is born; and the chief interest of the 
book centres about this strange young 
genius’s relation to life as he finds it 
at the age of fourteen, with his parents 
divorced, his mother remarried and an 
object of his loathing, his terror lest 
he be not really the son of his father, 
his whole bringing-up that has made 
him, like the Biblical outcast, with his 
hand against every man, and every 
man’s hand against him. How he is 
won out of his hard unyouthful atti- 
tude of antagonism by the warmth and 
sympathy of his Aunt Emily, while he 
and his father are visitors in her 
house, is told with much sympathy. 

Long talks between the boy and his 
father, revelatory of their mutual mis- 
apprehension and productive of a per- 
fect rapport, are interesting. sometimes 
moving, but not always wholly con- 
vincing. The relation between Jim 
and Emily, who never really outgrew 
their young love, is the mirror whereby 
the author reflects more of herself, 
perhaps, than she is entirely aware. 
For her, life has its definite moulds, 
its sharp lines of demarcation, its in- 
exorable guides and standards. For 
her, good is inalienably good, and bad 
is bad. Never has she said, with Ib- 
sen’s Brand, “The more a man looks 
into it, the more he sees right and the 
bloodiest wrong become as_ one.” 
Never, probably, has her mind followed 
the tortuous and involved paths of 
human possibilities at the end of which 
lies that conviction. That lack, per- 
meating the work, will be the mitigat- 
ing factor, for many readers, in the ex- 
cellence of a well-written, interesting 
tale. 

In violent contrast, of course, on 
just this score, is “CHRISTINA AL- 
BERTA’S FATHER,” by H. G. Wells 
(Macmillan). Here is the old familiar 
Wells: Wells, the excellent tale-teller ; 
Wells, the incorrigible reformer; Wells, 
the seeker after essential meanings. 
Ever and again, through the long pro- 
lific years of his literary existence, he 
has returned to the attack. ‘There 
is not, and there never has been, a 
world that is,” he says in the present 
volume. “There is only a world that 
has been, and a world that is to be.” 
Always, he has a consciousness of mer- 
curial elusiveness in reality, of the 
dangers, or rather the inadequacy, of 
standardization. .Even when he is 
trumpeting most loudly scme conclu- 
sion he has reached, there are overtones 
which indicate that his blatancy is 
aimed at convincing himself more than 
any one else. It is that constant rest- 
less seeking, basic in all progress, 
quintessentially present in Wells, that 
is the chief element of his value. It 
is what makes the present book, though 
vastly unsatisfactory as a “novel,” yet 
vastly stimulating as a fictional treatise. 
And what’s in a name? The impor- 
tant point remains; the book is vastly 
stimulating.

I wish it were spatially possible to 
go into the substance of the “typically 
Wellsian;” for, if any man of our 
generation is worth study, it is this 
prolific, dynamic Mr. Wells. He has 
gone through many stages; always hi 
sought “the great collective purpose of 
the race,” and, for a time, he seemed 
to have found it, but, in the present 
volume, he appears to be emerging 
into a new phase, with a restored be- 
lief in an individualistic philosophy. 
It will be interesting to note where 
this leads. 

Now comes “ONE INCREASING Ptr- 
PosE,”’ by A. S. M. Hutchinson (Lit- 
tle, Brown) to demonstrate another 
person’s dogged pursuit for a “great 
collective purpose” for this puzzling 
human race. The book is a kind of 
“research magnificent” (and one won- 
ders whether the Wellsian influence 
is present), in which Sim Paris, lat 
of the British Army, is assailed by a 
conviction, arrived at through a sud- 
den sense of wordless communication 
from his dead mother, that his life has 
been spared in the War because ‘ie is 
needed to fulfil some special purpose 
in the world.

The Definite Mark of Pure Wool Quality 
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Even at the risk of being suspected 
of cynicism (and the suspicion would 
do me grave wrong), I have no alterna- 
tive but to say that the whole thing 
is remarkably puerile, from an author 
of Mr. MHutchinson’s attainments. 
There is violent anticlimax in the way 
that the purpose is sprung as a new 
discovery; whereas, in fact, it has 
actuated myriads of persons throughout 
the history of the world: the compara- 
tive few whose names remain; the 
thousands whose humble little lives of 
service have been swallowed up _ in 
obscurity. The majority of Salvation 
Army workers are actuated by this pur- 
pose. Nor is the success with which 
the author attends his hero’s efforts 
marked by the ring of authenticity. 
Don Marquis is far nearer the stern, 
uncompromising truth, with his suc- 
cinct: “For Socrates, the hemlock 
cup; for Christ, Gethsemane,” as the 
fate of those who would spread uni- 
versal love. 

In the beginning, the reader suspects 
that “P. A. L.,” by Felix Riesenberg 
(McBride) is intended as a kind of 
second “Tono-BuNnGAy,” that splendid 
Wells work which its author is said 
to regard as the best of all his novels; 
and it suffers by comparison. But, 
after a little while, the plan of it be- 
comes apparent, the Wells reminis- 
cence fades, and the book has a far 
better chance for appreciation, stand- 
ing thus upon its own. 

As a matter of fact. it is a rather 
amusing, rapidly moving, and_ keen 
satire upon modern American business, 
its methods, and the gullible public 
that plays so readily into the hands 
of its unscrupulous promoters. It 
commences with the spectacular efforts 
of P. A. L. Tangerman, rapidly grow- 
ing bald, to put over upon the public 
a hair-growing contraption known as 
the Cudahey Vacuum Dome. This 
man, with a recklessness that is magni- 
ficent, plunges into one venture after 
another, introducing in rapid succes- 
sion after his Dome, an electric belt, 
gland extract preparations, cigars and 
cigarettes of special brands, “plain 
people’s classics,” a magazine of the 
most ultra-modern popular variety, 
and what-not. His brain is a constant 
seething cauldron of half-cooked plans, 
“all built upon fraud sustained by 
monumental nerve.” The author paints 
a slightly travestied picture of the 
type of man, not uncommon in modern 
industry, whose “condition is that of 
a spinning top. He must keep whirl- 
ing faster and faster, or he would fall.” 
It is a remarkably true picture, as 
clever travesty is capable of being. A 


bit of a love-story woven into the 
whole is more or less by way of an 
aside. 

Ben Ames Williams, who is_ the 


author of “THE RationaL HIND” 
(Dutton), can usually be depended 
upon for the general atmosphere of 
leisurely growth in plot, general plan, 
and character which is ordinarily a 
concomitant of solid literature. In 
the present book, which appeared orig- 
inally in magazine form, he does not 
fail of fulfilment; it is a finely sus- 
tained, dignified piece of work which 
need apologize to no type of reader, 
but may offer itself with assurance 
to the most critical. 

The setting of the tale is in Maine; 
and it has to do with happenings in 
the old established Dillard family, 
whose impoverished blood is enriched 
by the eldest son, Sam, in an alliance 
with a girl of vigorous, though crude 
stock, to the life-long resentment of 
the eldest daughter, Esther, who is 


virtually the head of the family. Th 
study of this woman, in whom natura 
impulses are atrophied, so that sh: 
is an implacable foe of the expressio: 
of them in others, is one of the mos 
interesting elements in. the book. He 
sister, Dora, also excellently draw: 
dragging along in- spinsterhood we! 
into the forties, despite a suitor faith- 
ful for many years, is a victim o 
Esther’s hard opposition to natura 
developments in human lives. Thougl 
Sam manages to break free, the othe: 
brother, Caleb, goes a subdued anc 
hopeless way through the dreary years. 
Sam’s children and_ grandchildren 
healthy, red-blooded specimens, clos: 
the story with the foreshadowing of th: 
rejuvenation of the Dillard stock an 
the reuniting of bits of the Dillar< 
land, sold piecemeal, into the vast farn 
of the original settlers. It is a patheti 
story, in many ways, of lives warpe: 
by the close horizons, of unvarie« 
experience, of desperate self-preserva 
tive instincts struggling to transcen 
those horizons, of the  inevitabk 
clashes of temperaments and interest 
among persons thrown together by ac- 
cident of birth. It is an admirabl 
piece of writing. 

With due recognition of the uncer. 
tain relation between motive and effect, 
one would stand ready to assert that 
“FoLiy,” by Clement Wood (Sinai, 
Maynard) was written with the cold 
and deliberate intention of producing 
a best-seller, serving up to the public 
what precedent has shown that it 
wants and what receipts are sure to 
demonstrate that it asks for. The in- 
gredients that have gone into the con- 
coction are too obviously of the readily 
recognized variety to leave room for 
any other deduction. Mr. Wood in 
the past has proved himself too defi- 
nitely a man of real literary taste to 
have perpetrated the present book wit! 
any illusion. 

Folly is the name of the young gir! 
who is the chief character of the story, 
which is laid in early eighteenth-cen- 
tury England. She is one of thos 
wondrously beautiful, wise, and witty 
heroines who are more than a match 
in every respect, for every one they 
meet. Folly’s brother is shanghaied 
on, to a pirate ship, in Bristol; and th 
book is given over to her adventures 
in her effort to effect his rescue. Sh: 
is as sophisticated in her talk and 
actions as a twentieth-century flappe1 
and she uses her power over men to gv! 
their help, although on many occasions 
(which give opportunity for the risqu 
touches that are so important an as 
pect of the present best-sellers pal- 
ulum) she is almost trapped.

certainly, there is novelty in the sub- 
stitution of a woman in exploits which 
have heretofore, as though by divine 
fictional right, been regarded as the 
sole prerogative of men. 

The publishers of an adventure tale 
of another sort, ‘“ROMANCE—THE 
LoveLiest THING,” by Dorothy Black 
(Holt), hail the author, in one of those 
disprcportionate jacket blurbs that are 
always so antagonizing, as “a great 
discovery.” When Nekrasov, the Rus- 
sian poet, hailed the twenty-year-old 
Dostoievsky in the same terms, and 
hurried to Belinsky, the leading critic 
of the time, with the boy’s first novel, 
declaring that a new Gogol had ap- 
peared, the critic, experienced and dis- 
illusioned, replied skeptically: “Yes, 
yes, I know; Gogols grow on trees 
these days.” His skepticism was dis- 
sipated in short order; but not that of 
the blurb-proof reader of the present 
book. This is a book which aims at 
charming entertainment, and no more; 
or, if it had other aim, it is an ex- 
hibition of remarkably poor marksman- 
ship. It does achieve a certain charm, 
of its kind; readers who day-dream 
will find it a pleasant source of vicari- 
ous adventure. It is a fairy-tale for 
grownups who aren’t altogether grown 
up (and, indeed, all those endowed 
with imagination never are). 

Twenty-year-old Marcia, for four 
years companion to elderly Miss Kirk- 
hope and with little prospect of any- 
thing else for the rest of her days, 
suddenly acquires a legacy of eight 
hundred pounds. She buys a car of 
an earnest young salesman and goes 
in quest of “romance, the loveliest 
thing.” Her adventures bring her into 
many strange and picturesque con- 
tacts, and she gets numerous propo- 
sals, from the man who is too rich, 
the man who is too good, the man who 
is too quiet, and others; but something 
is always the matter, and it is not 
until after many months of questing 
(and making some of her suitors 
happy by mating them with some of 
the damsels she encounters in her 
journey) that she discovers, back again 
with Miss Kirkhope, what her true 
romance has been from the very be- 
ginning. We shall leave that in sus- 
pense for the reader. 

More than a little originality, both 
in concept and in treatment, charac- 
terizes “THE Orrice,” by Nathan 
Asch (Harcourt, Brace). It opens 
with three short chapters, headed re- 
spectively, “Wall Street,” “The Voice 


of the Office,’ and “The Office,” all ° 


in the ultra-modern manner that con- 
sists of broken sentences, many dashes, 
and no other punctuation. These chap- 
ters succeed very well in creating a defi- 
nite atmosphere, a daily and seemingly 
inevitable background for the persons 
who, in one capacity or another, are 
associated with the office. 

“|. and then one day the office 
failed . . .” says a page, all by itself. 
The chapters that follow have to do 
with the events in the lives of the per- 
sons of the office, in.the few hours 
after the announcement that the busi- 
ness is closed. Gertrude Donovan, 
stenographer, silently in love with 
Harry Widener, the junior partner, 
goes home downcast because she will 
no longer see him; and fantasying 
that her “young man” is really Harry, 
accepts him when he proposes. Harry 
Widener, knowing that his father will 
buy him a partnership in another busi- 
ness, none the less lets his mind run 
upon dreams of cutting loose from 
business altogether, going off perhaps 
with that attractive stenographer at 


the office, and striking out in totally 
new fields. Some of the men go home 
to love and sympathy, others to harsh- 
ness and recrimination. A group of 
clerks go on a “wild party.” Incidents 
and emoticns are painted with swift, 
deft touches, with only here and there 
a faint suggestion that they are a lit- 
tle overdone. But it is never serious 
enough to spoil the general excellence 
of a really unusual piece of fiction. 

I have often thought that if it were 
possible to review novels under three 
parallel columns, headed respectively, 
“Outstanding,” “Bad,” and “Merely 
Novels,” it would save a great deal of 
time and explanation. There are so 
many under the last listing—for ex- 
ample, “THE Happy Fattvre,” by 
Solita Solano (Putnam)—which are 
not bad, but which carry within them 
so unmistakably the germs of their 
early decay that, were they duly col- 
umned at the outset, a mere outline 
of their story would dispose of them 
nicely. 

This book, written in a pleasingly 
sharp, crisp style, is the story of 
Timothy Doan, heir to a long-estab- 
lished stocking factory, who is a throw- 
back to some remote uncommercial 
ancestor, and who bids fair at the 
outset to muddle his life irreparably be- 
cause of it. At twenty, contrary to his 
father’s wishes, he quits college and 
marries. But his idyll is sadly marred 
by economic considerations, for his 
father throws him off, his mother-in- 
law makes life miserable for him, and 
he finds it impossible to earn a decen: 
living despite various valiant attempts. 
Finally, he eats humble pie and gets 
a job in his father’s factory, but he 
can not make good here, either. With- 
in less than two years, his wife di- 
vorces him, and he finds peace in the 
fulfilment of his love of the country 
through the purchase of a farm and the 
love of another woman, encountered 
first as a servant in the home of his 
wife’s parents and linked with his 
destiny by a chain of unfortuitous cir- 
cumstances that cast unfounded sus- 
picions upon the nature of their re- 
lations. 

Another book that would be neatly 
disposed of under this same _ third 
listing, with a bit of spilling over into 
the second column, is “THE CRYSTAL 
Cup,” by Gertrude Atherton (Boni 
and Liveright) ‘This author’s earl) 
works established a reputation for hei 
many years ago which goes far to carr) 
into an undue prominence her con- 
temporary efforts.

society flapper, Polly, and the young 
business woman, Elsie, and the general 
emotional mix-up involving all of these 
persons and Elsie’s surgeon brother, 
as well. Of course, no man can have 
eyes for another woman when Gita 
is near, which is an important quality 
in a popular heroine puppet; so, 
though Elsie loves the author, and 
Polly loves the surgeon, both of these 
men are held in thrall by Gita, who 
gets rid of her author husband (and 
one is led to believe that Elsie catches 
him on the rebound) and comes at 
last to a full realization of her woman- 
hood in an absorbing passion for the 
young surgeon. The narrative is swift 
and full of incident, and, as sheer 
story, will no doubt interest many. 
The drama in print and the drama 
in action are vastly different things. 
In the latter, much of the total effect 
is due to acting, setting, costumes, 
lights, and other extrinsic matters. In 
print, the play is starkly, uncompro- 
misingly, nakedly itself, and must stand 
or fall on its intrinsic worth. I was 
glad, therefore that I had not seen 
one of the early hits of the season, 
“THE VorTEX,” by Noel Coward (Har- 
per), so that a reading of it was not 
complicated by any consciousness of it 
as theatre. The chances are that it is 
cxcellent theatre; but, certainly, it is 
very mediocre literature. Its chief 
problem centres about the relation of 
a gifted, erratic son, and his perenni- 
ally young mother, whose refusal to 
relinquish the régime of conquest and 
beauty that had in unusual degree 
marked her youth leads her into vari- 
ous “affairs” and precipitates a crisis. 
This occurs in the last act, after the 
son’s fiancée has broken her engage- 
ment in order to become engaged to 
the mother’s current lover. The clos- 
ing scene, dimly reminiscent of Ibsen, 
gives splendid opportunity for the 
“leads,” both man and woman, to show 
their best dramatic (I had almost said 
melodramatic) powers and would un- 
questionably, if well done, carry the 
2udience with it, though when read it 
cffers more than a little self-conscious 
artificiality which would stand in the 


way of the reader’s complete sub- 
jugation.

“AcROSS EUROPE WITH SATANELLA,” 
by Clare Sheridan (Dodd, Mead) tells 
of a jaunt on a motor-cycle and its 
side-car, starting in Sussex, England, 
and taking the wanderers (the author 
and her brother) from Holland to the 
Crimea, through Germany, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Austria, Poland, Bohemia, 
and Russia. It is a pleasure trip, pure 
and simple, with no political ulterior 
motives; and its pages are plentifully 
enlivened with anecdote, incidents, and 
conversational encounter that give it a 
very living quality. Not the least ele- 
ment of its charm comes from the great 
number of clear and beautiful illustra- 
tions of persons, places, ships, buil«- 
ings, machinery, gardens, and so on, 
which help to make a readable volume 
even more engrossing. 

Three other travel volumes of un- 
usual interest are “A WAYFARER IN 
CzEcHO-SLOVAKIA,” by E. I. Robson; 
“A WAYFARER IN HuncGary,” by 
George A. Birmingham, and “Lon- 
BARDY, TYROL, AND THE TRENTINO,” 
by Hugh Quigley (Dutton). Any one 
who has read the three will have the 
delightful illusion of having made an 
extensive and fairly comprehensiv 
tour of southeastern Europe, almost 
as profitably, even if not quite so 
pleasurably, as if he had actually taken 
the journey.

Bruning makes Polonius, the dull bore, 
an interesting and amusing bore— 
he bores the characters on the stage, 
but not the audience. It requires 
profound humour and skill for such 
an achievement. Cecil Yapp integrates 
the First Gravedigger into the play. 
But there is no need to go on. The 
cast is, with but two exceptions, 
excellent. The exceptions are the 
King and the Queen; the latter is 
very bad indeed. 

My only objection to this piece 
of playwriting by Shakspere is that 
he continues after his play is finished. 
“The rest is silence” is the end. What 
follows trails loosely. 


“THE BUCCANEER’”’ 


HAT line of Hamlet’s is not 

only the finest last line in dra- 
matic literature; it is a line that 
every dramatist should hang in large 
illuminated letters over his table. 
Maxwell Anderson and _ Laurence 
Stallings especially. In their third play, 
“The Buccaneer,” they held the cur- 
tain of their second act fully ten min- 
utes after the climax and continued the 
final act at least a half hour beyond 
patience. William Farnum wasa smooth, 
unemphatic pirate and Estelle Win- 
wood, as the grand English noble- 
woman, lisped. Silence would have been 
infinitely better. 

The fortnight has not been remark- 
able; in fact, quite undistinguished. 
The two most interesting of the plays 
are “A Man’s Man,” a tragedy of social 
failure with a pathetic happy ending, 
and “Weak Sisters,” a lusty, hilarious 
farce. I saw them both in one day 
and felt exhilarated at midnight. 
That is a fair test. 


*A MAN’S MAN” 


es KEARNEY calls his 
tragedy ‘“‘a comedy of life under the 
‘L’.” It is much more than that— 
the bitter pathos of little hopes and 
little ambitions, the pain of credu- 
lousness betrayed, the ugliness and 
the solace of passion, the bleakness 
of frustration, the dire tragedy of 
ignorance and of a society that sends 
its sons chasing the chimera of suc- 
cess without teaching them even how 
to define the word. Melville Tuttle 


and Edie, his wife, live in a crowd- 
ed apartment harrowed by the roar 
of the “L.” He brings Charlie Groff 
to his flat. Charlie, a shipping-clerk 
for a movie company, is a four- 
flusher who convinces Mel that he 
can get him elected to the Elks (Mel's 
great ambition)—for a consideration 
—,and Edie that he is influential 
in the movies and can make her a 
Mary Pickford—also for a considera- 
tion. The broken home is_ patched 
together by the vision of children who 
shall realize what the parents have 
only dreamed. 

In this, his first play, Mr. Kearney 
has painted his picture in primary col- 
ours—the villain is all villain and quite 
obviously so; the hero and the hero- 
ine are too credulous for credibility. 
But, «in spite of that, “A Man’s Man” 
evokes pity, it hurts, it bites, it stings. 
The observation is sharp and shrewd, 
the generalization, though always 
present, remains ever in the dim back- 
ground for those who can see to see. 

This, the initial production of ‘The 
Stagers’ second season is most auspi- 
cious. Edward Goodman, both in 
direction and in choosing the actors, 
has shown skill and judgment. 
Josephine Hutchinson is a “find.” 
Her Edie Tuttle is glamorous. 
Dwight Frye plays the pathetic hero 
without compromise, with humour and 
with exquisite appreciation of values. 
Indeed, every member of the com) any 
possesses a full comprehension of his 
function and the ability to projec: it. 
Even the off-stage things are well 
rendered—the obligato of the “IL” is 
convincing, never more obtrusive han 
it should be. 

With “A Man’s Man,” The St zers 
jump to an important position ir the 
New York theatre, and Pa rick 
Kearney takes his place as a h zhly 
promising member of the upper ¢ oup 
of our native dramatists. 


“WEAK SISTERS” 


YNN STARLING is the a:thor 
of “Weak Sisters,” a dist actly 
risqué farce that manages stra gely 
to avoid unnecessary — vulg:rity.

diverting evening, except to the 
sanctimonious. Possibly, Mr. Starling 
hopes the reformers will denounce it; 
not a few things in the theatre prosper 
on that. But he need not be dis- 
turbed if the censorious maintain an 
unprofitable silence; by all the signs, 
“Weak Sisters” will not require their 
aid. Gay, sharp, reckless, the three 
acts are crowded with buxom merri- 
ment. 

Carlotta Irwin is a spirited ingénue. 
She has “personality,” a sort of aggres- 
sive wistfulness. Osgood Perkins plays 
the rigid minister, who thinks he has 
sinned and hasn’t, as deft caricature. 
The part is not as funny as it should 
be. Louise Galloway in one of those 
a la mode grandmother roles is robust 
and straight-hitting. And the seven 
scarlet ladies are well contrasted. 


“STOLEN FRUIT” 


“«NTOLEN Fruit,” from the Italian 

of Dario Niccodemi, is a frank 
bid for tears. And, strangely, some- 
times it gets them! Usually, when the 
Town Crier cries, “Tears,” the com- 
munity grins. But, in this case— 
seduced girlhood, mother-love, Cin- 
derella-and-the-Prince-love—,the com- 
bination is too strong to resist. Gladys 
Unger has made a fluent adaptation 
of a drama that is effective and moving, 
but which would be more moving if 
the effort to induce lachrymosity were 
not so violent. In the rdéle of the little 
schoolmistress with all the odds 
against her, Ann Harding proves 
again that she is an emotional actress 
on the up-grade. Rollo Peters has not 
changed perceptibly since he played 
Antony to Jane Cowl’s Cleopatra: 
he is still handsome, romantic, and a 
little soft. Harry Beresford is ex- 
cellent as the janitor with a sad dream. 


“CRAIG’S WIFE” 


HE author of “The Show-Off” 

has chosen, in “Craig’s Wife,” to 
be serious directly instead of by im- 
plication, as in his really important 
contribution to our stage, and the 
choice seems to have avoided him and 
fuddled him. “Craig’s Wife’ moves 
slowly, the dialogue is ponderous and 
exhaustive and “bookish.” Every 
sentence is complete—at least, they 
all seem so when heard—; there is 
none of the nervous vitality we have 
come to expect of him. And small trace 
of his breadth of view. In fact, he is 
actually narrow and_ unfair. 

Mrs. Craig is a woman who centres 
her life in her home. All her love and 
loyalty and labour are concentrated on 
housekeeping, and housekeeping so 
meticulous that every one living in the 
house is made uncomfortable. There 
must be no smoking—ash-trays are 
messy; no flowers—the petals fall to 
the floor; a place for everything, and 
everything in its place every moment. 
There are such women—too many of 
them. But George Kelly has gone 
further with Mrs. Craig. Her passion 
for her house absorbs her, excludes 
all else, makes her hard and bitter. 
Her husband is merely the creature 
who supports it. For her house, she 
will segregate him, drain his life of 
happiness, even of repose, stunt his 
career. We are asked to believe that 
of a woman who, the first two years 
of her married life, has permitted her 
husband’s hostile aunt to live with 
them. We are also asked to believe 
that a woman whose life and pride 
and fondness are for her house alone 





does not wish any one to enter it, 
not even to see how well she keeps it. 

Josephine Hull plays a character 
bit delightfully. Chrystal Herne en- 
dows Mrs. Craig with her customary 
intensity and the husky voice that 
never varies. Charles Trowbridge is a 
manly, likable hero. 


**AMERICAN BORN” 


GROUP of farces have enlivened 

the fortnight. George M. Cohan, 
after a year or so of permanent retire- 
ment, has written an “international” 
piece in which, he is appearing in per- 
son. The very title identifies it; 
“American Born” could be the work of 
no one else. It is a swaggering, ob- 
vious, conventionally Cohanesque con- 
coction made endurable only by the 
presence of the idol of Broadway. He 
has lost none of the qualities that have 
made him the most beloved comedian 
of the New York of our time—the 
twang, the zest, the ease, the remark- 
able technique, the ingratiating per- 


sonality—, he has them all yet, and 
their spell is as irresistible as ever. 
**APPLESAUCE” 


“A PPLESAUCE,” by Barry Connors, 

comes to us wearing the laurels 
of a Chicago run. Unlike many plays 
that reach New York with this stamp 
of approval on them, the success of 
“Applesauce” is quite comprehensible 
and deserved. Brisk, gay, well-equip- 
ped with snappy lines, it provides a 
merry and invigorating evening, despite 
its familizr pattern and not unfamiliar 
patter. 


“THE GRAND DUCHESS AND 
THE WAITER” 


HE latest adaptation from the 

French is called “The Grand 
Duchess and the Waiter.” It has 
fun with the exiled Russian nobility 
reduced to the humiliation of earning 
a livelihood. In Paris, which is at 
present overrun with these gentry, it 
is doubtless much mere amusing than 
it is here. Paris is experienced in 
such things. At the Lyceum, it is 
fairly entertaining for two acts and 
wears thin in the third. The produc- 
tion is notable chiefly because it re- 
veals an Elsie Ferguson who has aban- 
doned the grand manner of recent 
years and reverted to the simplicity 
that we hope is natural. She is as 
beautiful as ever. The cast also in- 
cludes Alison Skipworth, a never-fail 
ing delight. Some day, some one wil 
attach her to the title ré!e of “Th 
Great Catherine,” and the union wil 
be one of the happiest our theatr 
has known. 


“THESE CHARMING PEOPLE’

The 
painstaking process of being a beauty 
in the eyes of men fails without a 
thorough knowledge of modest vase- 
lines, careful thought, and uncommon 
sense. The poss.ble queen of beauty 
who begins to bloom and be sure of a 
diadem about midnight must start the 
day under the illusion that she is a 
beauty.

A most imposing list 
of names. But the proceedings at the 
Belasco Theatre are not so impressive, 
first because the drama is a “thesis 
play,” is slow and argumentative, and 
devoid of humour. True, after the tedi- 
ous first act, it comes to life but not to 
enough life. Secondly, the acclaimed 
romantic actor of two decades ago, 
although he looks surprisingly young 
for his age, is none the less a portly 
gentleman, and when he falls on his 
knee before a sort of Peter Grimm or 
Grand Army Man, crying “Grand- 
father,” laughter is perilously near the 
surface. Mr. Sothern is obviously 
restraining, and not altogether suc- 
cessfully, his big, romantic impulsions 
all through the evening—his heels 
rarely touch the floor, he sits with 
knees wide apart, one leg bent back, 
the other extended forward, his arms 
often swing into grands gestes. 


“CAUGHT” 


¢ AUGHT,” by Kate McLaurin, 

attempts to be emotional melo- 
drama and would succeed if she were 
content just to tell what she has to 
tell. But she does not seem to know 
when she has made her point; she 
keeps on sharpening it. Practically 
every scene is repeated at least once. 
The big moment brings titters, because 
the actors do it over and over. Repe- 
tition like self-preservation, is a fun- 
damental law of Nature, but in one 
respect Nature does not follow Art; 
to that branch of it which has its being 
in the theatre, repetition belongs among 
the Shalt Nots of the Commandments. 
Miss McLaurin also makes the mistake 
of trying to lift a weak, uninteresting 
character to the dignity of tragedy. 
Antoinette Perry creates an authentic, 
sincere picture of a middle-aged woman 
who marries a man much younger than 


herself and discovers that the alliance 
has meant nothing more to him than 
the luxury her money could purchas: 
for him. 


“THE PELICAN” 


wi HE PELICAN” belongs to that 

class of plays which Shaw onc 
dubbed “Pinerotic.” It is well-made 
It flutters about in its structure like 
a moth in the Ritz. A woman, sus- 
pected of infidelity, is cast off by her 
aristocratic husband. She has a son, 
by hard work supports him, and when 
he is grown he is so like her aristocratic 
husband that that gentleman can not 
question his paternity. So the woman 
and the man, not caring for each other. 
marry again “for the boy’s_ sake,” 
which necessitates the mother giving 
up the Frenchman she loves. Such a 
story might be effective, but ‘“Th« 
Pelican” isn’t. Fred Kerr, as always, 
is excellent. Margaret Lawrence does 


her best.

that Noel Coward is a mucl 


better actor than playwright (referring 
to the discussion that was going th« 
rounds at the time I reviewed “Th: 
Vortex”). For his second play to reacl 
our theatre contains material for a capi 
tal “one-acter” and is spread over thre 
acts. Tremendously funny in places 
there is much too much of the sam 
thing. And Laura Hope Crews, evi 
dently aware of that, hits very hard in 
deed. But, since Mr. Coward directed 
that must be what he wants.

WIGM AN 


The Art of This Remarkable Dancer 


Impresses, Not by Its Movement, but 


By Its Immense, Sweeping Stillness 


By JAN NIERLING 


ARY WIGMAN—a name 
which recalls to the mind a 
soul as amazing as that genii 


who came out of a bottle to fill all 
space! I went to see her dance—in 
Munich it was, though she comes from 
Dresden—because her name was on the 
lips of all the interesting persons I 
knew as soon as it appeared on the 
kiosks. “Mary Wigman!” I found a 
dancer to make a Moslem know that a 
woman has a soul, whose technique is 
long since forgotten, and of whose body 
one is actually unconscious. In _ her 
is a combination of spirituality and 
intellect—still, not a combination, but 
rather a magnetic, forceful “oneness” so 
vital that one almost believes that one 
can see it. It isn’t what she does or 
does not do in her dancing—neither her 
movements nor her reserve. Nor has 
one the impression that anything de- 
pends upon how she does it. As with 
Duse, it is simply how she is. 





INIMITABLE ART 


I remember her in a marvellous, bil- 
lowing costume, a rare thing of molten 
silver, coral-lined, with a Persian jacket 
and the long, plain skirt of a nautch 
dancer, which swirled with the heavy 
line of a cup. Also, a black lace Goya 
gown whirling about bare feet, and a 
salmon coloured Persian affair, destined 
to please Allah, always balloon shaped, 
always swirling in definite, heavy lines 
about arm and ankles and a torso bent 
into unbelievable extremes of rhythmic 
movement. What she does with her 
torso other dancers do only with arms 
and legs. 

I seem only to recollect climaxes or 
swift movement; and yet, for all that, 
the impression that remains always is 
of an immense and sweeping stillness. 
She seemed not to express, but to 
be—as Brahma might be. One felt in 
her the earnestness of a presence. Even 
had I liked it less, I think I should 
scarcely have ventured to scoff. She 
danced after Oriental motifs without 
music and to the uncertain beat of a 
gong. Never before (I never saw the 
early Isadora Duncan) had I seen such 
dancing, with music or without. Most 
dancing still wants music, itself being 
rarely musical enough. But here, a 
weirdness not sensational in the com- 
mon sense, produced by the constant or 
inconstant beat of the gong with the 
ring of certain doom in its hesitating 
vibrations, was the only suitable ac- 
companiment to the movement of so 
rare a thing as a visible soul. In her 
swiftness without violence, her intense, 
moving stillness, I understood as never 
before those vast silent religions of 
the East. Of the whole world, nothing 
save the dancing of Mary. Wigman—that 
sure, still movement through shadowy 
space to the unsure beat of that hollow- 
toned gong—has afforded me such a 
drop of the ecstasy that would seize 
one upon beholding for a moment, 


from some dead moon, the awful 
course of the stars. 

Now she has a school, and, when 
she comes to a dance for the Miiench- 
ners or the Viennese or the Leipzigers, 
she brings with her twenty slim and 
serious girls. There is somehow less 
of the Grecian about them than there 
is about the one-time daughters of 
Isadora Duncan. It may be that mys- 
tical, thin figures and a decided pref- 
erence for severely clipped hair have 
something to do with the impression 
It may be that Mary Wigman’s pre- 
dilection for those ascetically narroy 
Gothic garments in which she loves 
to present her pupils has still mor 
to do with it. But I am convinced 
that these superficial things are th: 
result of something rather than th: 
cause of anything. In these girls, one 
is never conscious of that artless phys- 
ical satisfaction which one senses at 
least ever so little in all those artists 
who strive to follow the classic cul- 
ture. These are too purely Northern 
for that. Northern races understand 
the human struggle better than they 
do humour, a!though they adore hu- 
mour just as they do the sun. They 
come off with the struggle better than 
they do with comfort. They never 
can sit in the light of “this Sun-illumin’d 
Lantern held in Midnight by the Mas- 
ter of the Show” and contemplate its 
bitter beauty with the joyousness of 
those lighter races of the South. They 
are forever searching and _ thinking. 
Even their naiveté is of another kind; 
they have never let the Middle Ages 
quite pass from Germany. And the 
earnestness which in Mary Wigman 
has the mighty impersonality of East- 
ern art becomes in these young girls 
as intensely personal as mediaeval 
things; mediaeval they are, with the 
inspired sincerity and the ecstasy 
of Botticelli’s youth or of Fra Angel- 
ico’s beautiful and just as they enter 
their flower-starred Paradise. 


WIT AND THE DANCE 


Northern wit is hard. It seems 
even bitterer than the tragedy of 
Southern lands—Shakspere knew that 
for he wrote “Hamlet”—,and, whe:

(VERY one who goes to Central 
K Europe returns enthusiastic over 
the condition of the theatre 
there. It is not that they have a great 
dramatist or that their acting is remark- 
ably superior, but, there, the art of pro- 
ducing is considered more important 
than the art of acting, and infinite at- 
tention is given to the décor. Décor— 
a word so useful that it should be 
naturalized and its acute accent dropped 
—ineludes scenery, costumes, make- 
up, properties, and lighting. A good 
décor will often carry an indifferent 
play, a bad décor can ruin any play and 
make even “Othello” intolerable. 

The value of a décor does not depend 
upon its intrinsic beauty, but upon its 
appropriateness. A beautiful setting 
would be a bad décor for ““Hedda Gab- 
ler”: the play would become meaning- 
less. Nor must the splendour of the 
stage attempt to compete with Shaks- 
pere’s language on its own ground: no 
scene-painter can make the details of 
the countryside as beautiful as the 
poet’s description of it. For the major- 
ity of recent plays, realism is enough. 
A room must look lived in, not part of 
a luxurious apartment expensively dec- 
orated. The furniture should not look 
as though no one sat on it; there should 
be untidiness and properties other than 
those necessary for the action of the 
play. In Komisarjevsky’s production 
of “The Race with the Shadow,” for in- 
stance, the room looked so inhabited 
that the audience felt as though they 
were eavesdroppers, and an atmosphere 
of reality was obtained that made the 
fantastic story of the play seem credible. 
In poetic and imaginative plays, on the 
other hand, beauty and not realism or 
archaeological exactitude is the first re- 
quirement, and here the producer must 
call in the painter. The most lovely 
décors that have been seen in London 
are those of the Russian Ballets, par- 
ticularly of “La Boutique Fantasque,” 
“The Three-Cornered Hat,” and ‘Les 
Facheux”; and, for these, three very 
distinguished painters are responsible. 


THE INSENSIBILITY OF CRITICS 


Dramatic critics in England are often 
excellent judges of plays and acting: 
there is hardly one who shows a feel- 
ing for visual beauty. The revival of 
“Kismet” had one of the loveliest, 
as well as most sumptuous, décors 
ever seen in London: hardly any one 
noticed the fact. And the genius re- 
vealed by the recent production of “The 
Son of Heaven” was not Mr. Lytton 
Strachey, but Mr. Duncan Grant. With 
means at his disposal so small as to be 
almost incredible, he realized a vision 
of unforgettable delicacy, transporting 
us into a civilization where good taste 
has flourished for two thousand years. 
But was it appropriate? That is, was 
it a good décor? Some people said it 
was not, because the play was concerned 
with recent historical characters, and 
the guns of the Boxers were, apparently, 
firing in fairy-land. To a Chinaman, 
this must be, to some extent, true. But, 
in the first place, the play was histori- 
cally quite inaccurate—one of the char- 
acters, for instance, who is assassinated 
in the play really died in his bed some 
years later. And, secondly, distance of 
place gives the dramatist the right to 
the same liberties as distance in time. 
(Racine’s preface to ““Bajazet” puts the 
case in a nutshell). This was, we con- 
cluded, a good, as well as a beautiful, 


décor, and if the next producer of 
spectacular play does not ge Mr. Grai | 
to design the décor, he deserves distres 
Mr. McKnight Kauffer’s décor f: 
Pirandello’s “Henry IV.” was certain y 
one of the most attractive that we hay 
seen in London, firm in design and s - 
ductive in colour. But it is doubtf 
whether it was a good décor. Only 
madman could imagine that an eleventh - 
century room looked like this. It 
true that the Henry IV. of the play 
mad. But one of the characters tells \ 
that a fortune has been spent upon gi 
ting from theatrical costumtiers accura!« 
reproductions of old dresses, and anoth 
comments upon the inappropriatencss 
of the two modern pictures in their an- 
tique setting. Mr. Kauffer’s portraiis 
and setting were in the same style. Tlie 
décor for this play, then, should be in 
antiquarian reconstruction of an eley- 
enth-century room, in which the por- 
traits are painted with the photographic 
skill of Mr. John Collier, so that when 
they are replaced by rea! people, the dif- 
ference is hardly remarkable. At the 
same time, Mr. Kauffer obviously would 
make an admirable décor for a play de- 
manding an imaginative setting. 


THE MASK 


The Claridge Gallery in Brook Street 
has been holding a most interesting ex- 
hibition of work done for the theatre by 
two young artists: Pruna’s designs for 
the Diaghileff ballet, ‘Les Matelots,” 
were shown in their entirety, and there 
was a collection of masks by Mr. Oliver 
Messel. The use of masks in the theatre 
is not, at present, properly appreciated. 
Apart from Shakspere, Racine, Mo- 
lire, and Tchehov, it is doubtful if the 
four great Greek dramatists have ever 
been equalled; they wrote their plays 
to be acted in masks. In modern times, 
Mr. Gordon Craig has passionately ad- 
vocated their use, but he is a prophet 
of genius whom his own country accepts 
only in the work of his imitators and 
disciples. In some modern ballets, no- 
tably in Léger’s décor for “La Création 
du Monde,” masks have been used, but 
their unexplored possibilities remain 
enormous. 

In a play by Mr. Galsworthy, for in- 
stance, the inexpressiveness of the lin- 
guage is such that the emotions of the 
characters have to be shown by the ex- 
pression upon the actors’ faces. /ut 
the contemporary tendency in the thea- 
tre is definitely away from realism: in 
non-realistic plays, the dramatist is oc- 
cupied with putting the feelings of the 
characters into their words: the expres- 
sionists may usually fail for lack of the 
necessary genius, but their method. as 
opposed to Mr. Galsworthy’s, is ulti- 
mately similar to Shakspere’s. \nd 
where the language is truly adequate 
and expressive, the use of masks '¢- 
comes a help instead of an obst.cle. 
This is not to advocate the un: er- 
sal use of masks in poetic plays, ut 
to suggest that exciting results ! ay 
be obtained. Moreover, certain works, 
“Samson Agonistes,” for instance, uld 
be intelligently produced by no ‘her 
method. Mr. Messel’s masks are !0st 
of them baroque in feeling, and he \ ould 
evidently be well suited to design ‘vr 4 
play of that period. English produ-ers, 
when taxed with lack of enterprise, !0- 
cline to complain of the little invents 
talent that is available. They have n'y 
to open their eyes to see talent—unrec- 
ognized. 
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There is a restraint in 
the designing of these 
Steuben Bristol Yellow 
pieces, which makes them 
doubly welcome in rooms 
of Early American influ- 
ence.

Musical End 


By MARGARET ANDERTON 


USIC, and the teaching of it 
to little children, is one of 
the most profoundly interest- 


ing as well as the most profoundly 
important, pieces of work that can be 
engaged in by the serious mind. The 
modern mus.cian who is engaged in 
training instructors to teach children, 
or active'y engaged in the actual teach- 
ing (and the best results are when the 
two things go hand in hand), has three 
attitudes to keep in mind. That of 
the parent towards musical education, 
that of the chi'd towards music-les- 
sons, and that of the teacher. 

Needless to say, not least among 
the good effects brought about by 
music-teaching is the complete knowl- 
edge of the teacher, who must not 
only know thoroughly all music founda- 
tional work and music-lore, but must 
also love to teach, be truly musical, 


tivate a broad and_ understanding 
sympathy with the child and its prob- 
able reactions to musical instruction. 
The child, especially at the first lessons, 
is keenly, vividly interested, giving 
evidence of considerable excitement, an 
especially facile grasp, and the innate 
restlessness that is common to all young 
people. 

The adult of to-day marvels and 
gasps at the ease with which mere babies 
(as we teach them to-day) can trans- 
pose, modulate from key to key by a 
few simple chords, play from memory, 
and build up little melodies of their 
own—all from a small handful of 
music-tones. ‘There is nothing mar- 
velous at all in this. The little minds 
are plastic, alert; impressions take a 
quick hold; and doing things with little 
hands and fingers is as natural and 
rapid as falling asleep! 


THE MISLEADING FIRST LESSONS 


Every teacher of music knows that 
these demonstrations are so fascinat- 
ingly easy to produce in a young child 
at its first piano-lessons as to be al- 
most a danger, especially to the teacher, 
who should inculcate stability in the 
child and strive to have it work in 
continuous study effort. To curb, ever 
so gently, but still to curb, that spark- 
ling effervescence of quick doing into 
the steady stream of earnest, faithful 
practise, after the first novelty has 
bubbled down, is an achievement that 
is encouraging in its result. The eager, 
vivid little spirit should continually 
gain something new in music, an in- 
triguing, unexpected something each 
lesson. Yet, the teacher should not 
cater unduly to innate restlessness, lest 
only the “new” will keep them inter- 
ested. To teach small children the 
necessity of real work at their music, 
to watch lest young endurance is over- 
taxed, to insist on daily practising, 
to let them experience the joy of 
“getting right” an exercise that is diffi- 
cult to grasp, to develop in them a 
spirit of tenacity—these are lessons 
within a lesson! There are other, still 


more important, difficulties for the 
music-teacher to overcome than teach- 
ing a small child to play a little four- 
note piece in half-a-dozen major or 
minor keys. For that is really very 
simple, after all. i 

The music-teacher has to contend 
with the deadly memories of parents 
who suffered from miles and miles of 
scales that were drummed out without 
knowing why, wherefore, or what: 
whose tearful finger exercisings had 
neither tone nor touch; who pounded 
interminably and mechanically at 
loathed pieces that were listened to 
with an inflexible severity until they 
were played well enough for the delec- 
tation of company. 


MUSIC, PAST AND PRESENT 


Such were some of the wasted efforts 
to teach music to previous generations 
of small people—efforts that have left 
their indelible mark on many adults 
of to-day, who, quite naturally, hesitate 
to subject their children to a similar 
gruelling experience, if instruction is 
now as it was then. Instruction is 
not as it was, and the teaching of 
music to little children is a very differ- 
ent matter in 1925—and for some ten 
or fifteen years prior to this date, it 
may be added—among teachers of 
piano and music, the two words now 
being practically synonymous. It is 
as foolish and as deadly for the music- 
future and music-building of the 
American nation to make music-teach- 
ing a “joy-ride” and a sugar-plum as it 
was in the past to make the music- 
lesson a treadmill and a horrid dose, 
to be taken under protest 

It is dangerous to run to fads and 
fanciful ways of teaching music to 
children. The adult mind (particu- 
larly one with the bleak memories al- 
ready alluded to) is often far more in- 
trigued than is the child itself by some 
of the much benamed and _belabelled 
“systems” and “methods” which appea1 
so charmingly and delightfully simple 
and efficient. Mothers should beware 
of feeding too much musical ice-cream 
to their children during the first music- 
lessons; musical bread and milk will 
be found vastly more staying, mor 
musically nourishing, more musicall) 
permanent, and less apt to produce a 
crop of musical indigestion later. Th 
child’s first music-lessons should not 
start the play-habit, for the work- 
habit and the systematic study-habit 
are most essential. Play-habits in 
music-study develop during the ‘teens 
into idleness, and, in the adult, into 
that superficiality and dilettanteism 
which are death to the music-future 
of the nation. With the bringing 0! 
music into the young lives, there are 
two distinct phases which mothers, as 
well as nurse-maids, nursery govern- 
esses, kindergarten instructors, = 
teachers of piano and music should 
keep in mind. For lack of a better 
terminology, I shall call them the

It shapes the cuticle and 
keeps it even and healthy 
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“inculcative phase” and “performa- 
tive phase ;” the former has to do with 
the prenatal (many parents feel that 
this is feasible) and with the crib, the 
nursery, the home time, the playtime, 
the victrola time, the singing-to and 
playing-to phase. The temptation to 
give practical suggestions and hints 
for the inculcative phase must be 
strong-mindedly resisted here! This 
is, indeed, a temptation! For very im- 
portant is the music-instinct time, the 
birthright time. The baby’s first artis- 
tic impressions and experiences mean 
so very much in all kinds of ways, 
music most of all. 


THE PERIFORMATIVE PHASE 


It is, however, the performative 
phase upon which the writer of this 
article expresses her opinions and sets 
forth a few of her theories. There- 
fore, revenons a nos moutons, and, 
since we have turned to French, let us 
also take to heart the old French 
proverb in regard to our children’s 
music-lessons “Ce n’est que le premier 
pas qui cotite’ (It is the first step 
which counts, or costs). 

The piano, after the first singing- 
class stages is usually the first musical 
instrument the child is taught to 
handle. This is as it should be, for 
the piano is the gateway to the study 
of the violin and all the other stringed 
instrument family, as well as to the 
wind family of instruments, which 
young boys ofien express a preference 
for later on. A working knowledge of 
the piano is of immense help before 
taking up the other instruments. Every 
one should keep their pianos in perfect 
tune. This is imperative. Many an 
off-key singer or violinist with that 
false intonation which causes shivers 
down the musical spine was started 
in that fiendish habit by playing upon 
a piano, hearing a piano played, or 
being accompanied by a piano which 
had seldom felt the smoothing touch of 
a tuner. Pianos should be tuned every 
few months. 

I do not advocate fancy names for 
the music-notation, for, invariably, they 
have to be unlearned later. Beyond, 
perhaps (if the pupils are very little), 
getting an enlarged sized staff and no- 
tation, it should be kept like those of 
the grownups. Thus, a vast amount of 
trouble will be saved the teacher later 
on, and little music-workers, too. The 
child should never have to learn 
nomenclatures which will have to be 
unlearned in a few years. Mozart 
both played from and wrote upon the 
ordinary music-staff paper at four 
years of age and played on the regular- 
sized instrument at five years. Grieg 
formed thirds and fifths upon a real 
piano at three years of age. I, for one, 
do not believe it necessary to sugar-coat, 
and bribe, and pamper, and pet our 
sturdy little American children into 
real work, and I do not allow any of 
the teachers I train, or the mothers I 
advise, to inculcate anything but the 
joy of real “awful hard” music-work. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF SYSTEM 


Your baby musician should be made 
systematic. The child adores to write 
down things. To present their little 
daily practice record at each lesson, to 
receive the due meed of praise for 
“doing it over” three to six times each 
day, or to have to give the true tale of 
how it happened that “the practisin’ ” 
was omitted, has a wonderful effect. 
I always urge the teachers of my young 
pianists, and also my own advanced 
players preparing for concert careers, 


to keep a daily record, not of hours 
spent in practice, for that is in- 
cidental, but of the number of repeti- 
tions which brought the result—result 
meaning perfection. I am a great be- 
liever in the incentive of result-getting. 
A little child, a child of no special 
genius, can tell whether what it plays 
is correct or not. A baby of a few 
weeks can and does concentrate on a 
bright light; a baby of a few months 
on a patch of red colour in a floor 
rug; therefore, a little child of five or 
six can concentrate and be happily 
absorbed for twenty minutes on its 
piano, practising at a regular hour 
each day. There was, some months 
back in a musical magazine, a picture 
of an eighteen-months-old baby boy 
“finding middle C” at a piano. It was 
a picture of an actual happening; the 
baby is the child of people who “like” 
music, but in whom there is no music- 
genius heritage. Any child can be 
taught to find a note—just a little 
patience and persistence are all that are 
needed—, thus giving the child a first 
lesson in musical pitch. The baby boy, 
now a tiny man of two, shakes his 
little head when his father strikes 
another C, whether in high treble or 
low base, and says, “No, No, No-o-o” 
most energetically. Furthermore, he 
makes a pretty accurate attempt to say, 
“Middle C,” when his finger finds that 
key or hears that key. 

While we have come to realize the 
vital importance of stimulating music- 
feeling, music-interest, creative effort, 
and music-ambition in our children, 
we must not forget that the young 
American child is a very sophisticated 
small person. I have overheard a 
group of children under nine years of 
age comparing notes as to how they 
have “put it over” on a music-teacher, 
“makin’ her talk a lot, an’ count for 
you an’ things!” No two children (no 
two advanced pianists, either, for that 
matter) can be taught just alike. We 
must study the child, but also gently, 
but firmly, make the child study, too. 
Work with it, not for it. 


THE PRICE OF SUCCESS 


Little children can not learn too 
early that, in their music, the price of 
success and the sweetness of it is in 
earnest, faithful work. The best 
music-heritage that can be secured for 
a child is to teach it, through its 
music, to depend on itself, on its own 
music-efforts, to watch for its own 
music-results, and to practise “its very 
own self.” Children should be taught 
early not to be music-quitters when 
they find rocks in the music path and 
discover that the roses of music have 
some thorns. 

It is quite feasible, these days, for 
a mother to teach her own child. There 
are many excellent courses of instruc- 
tion, with lesson by lesson so carefully 
mapped out by teachers of experience 
that, if they are followed to the letter, 
they can not go astray. 

To encourage a child to make its own 
musical instrument is a splendid idea, 
because it is constructive and so 
offsets the destructive, which is in 
most little people. Many a youngster 
of reluctant-minded tendencies will 
very often endeavour again and again 
to produce a tune it knows from a self- 
made instrument, when it is somewhat 
of a task to keep up its regular prac- 
tice on a real instrument.

tonation should be impregnated early. 
Moreover, the time for learning to play 
the real instrument is short enough, 
before school subjects necessitate that 
music be put to one side. 


THE TONE AND TUNER 


A child can learn more about the 
structure of a piano by hovering around, 
watching and listening to a piano tuner 
and repairer in the home than it can 
from pulling apart and putting together 
a toy keyboard device which has no 
music-tone. The latter procedure is 
a bit time-wasting, even though inter- 
esting, and deviates a trifle to the de- 
structive. I have talked with many 
teachers of piano who come for consul- 
tations, and they always question me as 
to why their results are not continuous. 
Mothers, too, confide to me that they 
are troubled at the waning interest 
that so often follows a receptive start. 
The conclusion has been that, for 
result-getting, practical and continu- 
ous, and for good piano playing later 
on, straight, direct music-teaching is 
what counts most in the musical end. 

Fascinating as are some of the de- 
lightful “systems,” the less of the 
diversional, the sugar-coating, and the 
dreaming, and the more of the prac- 
tical, the better the music remains with

dancing and for fétes, the most pop- 
ular in Biarritz. Rising upwards, like 
circling bands of green plush, are ter- 
races where tea tables are arranged 
beneath countless orange umbrellas. 


AT THE CASINO 


From opening hours until the last 
sou is spent, the Casino holds a throng. 
But, when one knows Biarritz, there 
are but two hours to take gaming 
chances in the Casino. So, with a 
casual air, one drops in about seven 
o'clock and vanishes~at. eight, and, if 
the mood is there, on a hectic, mad 
night, returns again at midnight. 

Late again, from our Anglo-Saxon 
point of view, is dinner, for it is not 
served until ten o’clock at night. But 
no time is lost in seeking for diversion, 
for some play bridge between hours 
at the Casino and then resume the 
fascinating occupation until midnight. 

Gay, fascinating child of the sun 
is this Biarritz, by day. But, by night, 
Biarritz is distracting, as it blooms 
like the crisp, waxy petals of a night- 
flower. There is no informal strolling 
out to the nearest dancing place, for 
there isn’t any nearest one. Night-life 
means motor life again, under a liquid, 
blue, star-studded dome of sky, split 
by powerful, lancing, lighthouse rays 
into interlaced segments of light that 
would dare the modern designer. Im- 


pressively, it synchronizes 1925. It 
symbolizes the age. 
Away into this night one floats, 


many kilometres out into the distant 
woods, first following the smart younger 
set at the Florida, to dance to the 
joyous, wailing strains of the famous 
negro orchestra, the Palm Beach Six. 
Or, for variation, one goes to the Re- 
serve de Ciboure, another famous 
dancing place near Saint-Jean-de-Luz, 
sparkling gaily among the trees and 
the bright night-lights of the sky. 
Later, one follows the more sophis- 
ticated set, the people one remembers

the child, spanning those difficult 
years from twelve to seventeen, when 
the languors of youths and maidens 
are at their height. Music-training 
needs careful, expert handling around 
this adolescent age, for then it is that 
exotic tastes in music, as well as “jazz,” 
put in an appearance. It is the period 
when the study of a music instrument 
is most frequently dropped and most 
needed. 

There is no A B C electric eleva- 
tor to get to the top floor of music- 
achievement, and this both parent and 
child must realize. Children, big and 
little, should climb their own music- 
steps, one at a time, flight after flight, 
until they reach the apex and can read 
and browse and soar away blissfully 
in the heights. The altitude of these 
heights, of course, varies with the 
talent of the child. 

Teach your children music, the most 
beautiful of all the arts, the most in- 
spired study. Lay the cornerstone 
in childhood, for then is the logical 
time to instil a practical working 
knowledge of music, that they may 
play intelligently some instrument of 
melody in a way to give delight and 
to secure for them a self-expression 
that will bring interest, variety, and joy 
into life, at any and all ages, from in- 
fancy to the mellow years.

seeing in the smartest Montmartre 
clubs in Paris. Far out, one motors 
with the crowd, some ten kilometres 
from, Biarritz, startled now and again 
by the headlights of a motor-car sud- 
denly flashing across the road ahead, 
then stopping short, chez Florence, to 
dance in a tiny space to the haunting, 
wailing strains of a strutting negro 
orchestra; to listen to Florence, the 
negress, carry you back to an old South- 
ern home or put extra blues in minor 
melody; to have late supper, or early 
breakfast, from a menu that offers 
wonderfully good things to eat—chicken 
a@ la Maryland, corned beef hash, and 
dishes that have made Dixie famous.

Caveau; while Belgium sends Yvonne 
George, chez Fyscher. 

Everywhere one goes—to beach, 
golf, polo, tea, casino, dancing—one 
sees innumerable Spanish lads, much 
like our collegiate boys, with black hair 
oiled sleek, looking like a flock of swal- 
lows breaking up the smooth horizon, 
or like hounds hunting in a pack.

“THE PARTY of ¢he FIRST PART”

VERY day, in every way, we are 
iy making contracts. Contracts 
are part of the daily life and 
routine of all of us. As we treat our 
social engagements, so we do our con- 
tracts—we make them, we quarrel 
about them, we sometimes break them. 
At times, the consequences of breaking 
are apt to be severe. In the case of 
social entertainments, the ultimate pen- 
alty is ostracism; in the case of con- 
tracts, heavy damages or, perhaps, even 
imprisonment. The first penalty is easicr 
to escape than the last, for, while the 
rules of etiquette are familiar, the 
law is more of a mystery. Yet, any 
woman who can advise the young ma- 
tron wintering for the first time in a 
strange city how to arrange her dinner- 
parties successfully can, if she chooses, 
master the simple principles of the law 
of contracts that will make her as 
shrewd in her contracts with tradespeo- 
ple, architects, decorators, and brokers 
as she is in handling a reception list. 
The old adage that knowledge is 
power applies in every phase of life’s 
activities. Also, in spite of the twin 
proverb that a little knowledge is a 
dangerous thing, it is a part of every- 
body’s experience that a little knowl- 
edge is more useful than dangerous. 
Every one knows that an invitation to 
the wrong person can wreck a dinner- 
party. By the same token, a clause 
that is carelessly allowed to slip into 
a contract, a written one, may wreck 
one’s piece of mind. Perhaps, it is 
a matter of thousands of dollars and 
the builder of the new house on Long 
Island who has outraged all sense of 
justice. Perhaps, it is the landlord 
who refuses to decorate, though he 
faithfully promised to do so before 
the lease was signed, a lease that said 
nothing about redecorating. In all 
of these cases, a knowledge of just 
what one is doing and why is of great 
practical advantage. Of course, when 
the argument or quarrel takes on se- 
rious proportions, no one can be his 
own lawyer; but, with a little infor- 
mation on the subject, affairs can 
often be conducted so that many of the 
misunderstandings that require a law- 
yer’s services will never arise. Whether 
or not it is worth while to consult an 
attorney usually depends on _ the 
amount of money involved. Yet, peo- 
ple are not always wholly frank about 
this. It is frequently asserted, and 
this is masculine as well as feminine 
psychology, that it is not the money, 
but the principle of the thing upon 
which one is insisting. 


A CONTRACT IS AN AGREEMENT 


Many women would say absent- 
mindedly that they knew what a con- 
tract was, but I am sure that a sudden 
demand for a definition would cause 
embarrassment, even to persons who 
are accustomed to handle business 
affairs. Americans have not the habit 
of analyzing the obvious, although it is 
a useful trait which could well be bor- 
rowed from our Continental friends. 
But to return to the definition of con- 
tracts. The young and impractical 


law student, even after his first day a' 
law school, could recite glibly that ; 
contract is “an agreement duly mad 
between competent parties to do or no 
to do some specific and legal thing fo: 
some sufficient and legal consideration.’ 
To explain this in terms of every-day 
usage, it will be worth while to ex- 
amine this definition in detail. Firs: 
then, a contract is an agreement. A) 
agreement involves the meeting of tw 
minds. It takes the form of an offe: 
and an acceptance. Mrs. Vanderveei 
offers one hundred and _twenty-fiv: 
dollars for a gown at the after-Christ 
mas sale. The saleswoman says, “Al 
right,” and in this way accepts th 
offer. Until an offer is accepted, it 
can be revoked. In other words, a 
woman has a legal right to change he: 
mind only until the other party has 
committed the fatal act of agreeing to 
what she has said. 

It is interesting to notice that there 
is a type of newspaper announcement 
that is an offer. If a sapphire brace- 
let is left in a taxi and an advertise- 
ment is inserted in the paper offering 
a reward of two hundred dollars fo 
its return, this is an actual offer, even 
though it is not made to any individual 
person. If a stranger returns the 
bracelet, the two hundred dollars must 
be paid, as the advertiser could be com- 
pelled to pay it after his offer. It is 
obvious that offers can be made orally 
or in writing. 

So much for the agreement, consist- 
ing of the offer and the acceptance. To 
continue with the definition: a con- 
tract must be duly made. An example 
of this is easily given. There are some 
contracts which the law says must b: 
in writing in order to be enforceable. 
The most important of these are con- 
tracts that concern interests in real 
property. If one agrees to sell a place 
on Long Island, that contract must b 
written, or one can not be made to 
stand by it. But the validity and in- 
terpretation of written contracts are 
not matters to be considered by an 
amateur. This comment is just an 
illustration of the word, duly. 


THE THORN IN FEMININE FLESH 


We now come to the phrase, compe- 
tent parties. At common law, lunatics 
minors, married women, drunkards, 
and spendthrifts had very limited con- 
tractual powers. Their contracts, ex- 
cept in certain cases, usually for nec 
essaries, did not bind them. This 
classification of the married womai 
was one of the sharpest thorns ir th: 
flesh of the feminist. Fortunatel) 
now, in almost all of the states of th 
United States, married women can en 
ter into contracts as freely as a ma) 
or a single woman. They can sue an 
‘be sued in their own name, but, i 
many states, at the present time, 
married woman can not contract @ 
rectly with her husband: thus, if 
piece of land, for example, is to | 
conveyed from a husband to a wife, | 
has to be transferred to a third perso 
who retransfers it to the wife, avoid 
ing in this way a direct conveyanc 
which would be void. This was al 
on the theory that the married woma! 
ceased to exist in the eyes of the law 
The husband and wife were one, an 
the husband was that one. Legisla- 
tion depending on this social theory 1s 
rapidly disappearing and will soon b: 
a matter of historic interest. Women 
with right to vote are not slow in de-

manding equality. Survivals, how- 
ever, still remain. These victories have 
been won step by step, and the equality 
is not yet complete. One would sup- 
pose, for example, that when a wife 
works for a living, her earnings would 
certainly belong to her. They do in 
every state except Georgia, Michigan, 
California, Idaho, Nevada, Texas, and 
Louisiana. In Georgia, the law, un- 
less it has very recently been changed, 
is that a woman can save her earnings 
by depositing them in a savings-bank 
before her husband gets possession of 
them. In other words, the husband 
has a right to take that possession, by 
force or otherwise, before she deposits 
them. In many states otherwise very 
liberal, there is a restriction upon the 
wife’s freedom of contract which ex- 
pressly forbids her to do business on 
her own account. The prohibition is 
in some cases arbitrary, as in Texas. 
In other states, she may do business 
only upon condition that she comply 
with certain requirements, otherwise 
her property employed in her business 
will be liable to seizure for her hus- 
band’s debts. In Massachusetts, for 
example, she must, to protect herself, 
file a certificate of her intention to do 
business on her own account. The 
fact that a married woman can enter 
into contracts even with her husband 
does not prove that she can enter a 
business as a partner with her hus- 
band. Some states expressly forbid 
this partnership. Broadly stated, it 
is safe to say that, in most of the states 
west of the Mississippi, a married 
woman may be a partner in a business 
firm of which her husband is a mem- 
ber, but, in most of the states east of 
the Mississippi, she can not. Hus- 
bands and wives are sometimes called 
partners in domestic life, but this is 
only partially true. Some time ago, 
the New York Supreme Court re- 
marked in a decision: “Our laws have 
not yet reached the point of holding 
that property which is the result of the 
husband’s earnings and the wife’s sav- 
ings becomes their joint property ... 
In this most important of all partner- 
ships, there is not partnership prop- 
erty.’ I am always reminded of 
Alice Duer Miller’s caustic comment 
upon these words. They moved her 
to poetry, the last verse of which is 
as follows: 


“Partners, lady, we shall be, 
You and me, 

Partners in the highest sense 
Looking for no recompense, 
For, the savings that we make, 
I shall take.” 


Minors are persons below the age 
of twenty-one years, unless this has 
been changed by statute. In some 
states, for instance, women are of age 
at eighteen. Minors can not be held to 
their contracts. This was true at com- 
mon law and is true in most of the 
states, to-day. If a twenty-year-old 
college boy should give a promissory 
note and then refuse to pay when it 
came due, there is nothing to be done 
about it. One can’t‘ sue him, or, if 
he is sued, he can set up infancy as a 
defence and the law protects him. One 
can but go home and write the loss 
off on the income-tax statement. If 
on the other hand, one runs a clothing 
shop, and this twenty-year-old col- 
lege boy buys a golf suit, one can re- 
cover, not necessarily the exorbitant 
price he may have been charged, but 
a fair value for the goods. The rule 
is that an infant is liable not for the 
price, but for the reasonable value of 
necessaries purchased by him. The 
word, necessaries, may raise a query. 


Is a golf suit a necessary? The aver 
age person might think of necessarie ; 
as the barest necessities, but that i; 
not the legal definition. Necessarie: 
according to the law, mean those thing; 
that are necessary to the infant, con. 
sidering the standard of living and th: 
circumstances of the parents. It i; 
true, therefore, that a golf suit woul! 
be a necessary for the bank president’; 
son, but not for the son of the street- 
car conductor. Minors, when the 
reach the age of twenty-one, can re- 
pudiate their contracts, or they ca» 
confirm them. If they choose to ac- 
cept them, they are, of course, in th> 
same position as any other adult. Th: 
other classes of incompetents are nct 
of sufficient daily importance to be 
dealt with here. 


THE ILLEGAL CONTRACT 


There is now left in the definition 
the subject of consideration. Consid- 
eration is usually money or something 
valued at a price in money. There are 
technical aspects of the question, but 
they can not concern us in this article. 
Lastly, there is the question of the 
legality of the thing to be done. Ob- 
viously, the law will not protect a per- 
son who is making a contract to break 
the law. In these cases, the law leaves 
the parties where it found them. Such 
a contract is, unfortunately, all too 
easy to illustrate. That little account 
with one’s bootlegger is an illegal con- 
tract, and, if he should really deliver 
the legal one-half of one per cent. 
concoction instead of what is expected 
when the order is placed, one could 
not sue him or do anything about 
the matter except keep quiet. On the 
other hand, the milkman could be sued 
for delivering sour milk instead of 
sweet every morning, as the contract 
with the milkman is a proper contract. 


WHAT’S THE DAMAGE? 


So much for the nature, validity, and 
formation of contracts. There is still 
a word. to be said about the remedy 
for breach of contract. When a con- 
tract has been duly made and then 
broken by the refusal of one of the 
parties to perform his part of the 
agreement, the other party can bring 
suit for the loss that he has sustained 
by such refusal. Only in a very few 
instances can the party at fault be 
compelled to perform his agreement, 
as, for instance, in a proper case 10 
give a deed of land that he has prom- 
ised to sell. In nine cases out «f 
ten, damages in money is the only rem- 
edy for a broken contract. I alwa: 
remember the famous case of Bard 
versus Pickwick in Pickwick Pape’s. 
This was a suit for breach of promi: 
breach of a contract to marry, wh) 
can be sued upon just as any ot! 
contract. In the ecclesiastical cou: 
many centuries ago, it is said that this 
contract was specifically enforceal 
that is, that the injured lady could h 
the court order the unfortunate man 
marry her. But these were the di 
ages. Breach of even that sacivd 
agreement is now merely a matter 
dollars and cents. As Mr. Sergeaat 
Buzzfuzz so ably remarked: ‘“Dam- 
ages, gentlemen, heavy damages, 1S 1'1¢ 
only punishment with which you cn 
visit him (Pickwick); the only recoi- 
pense you can award to my clic" 
(Mrs. Bardell). And for those da’- 
ages she now appeals to an enlig! 
ened, a high-minded, a right-feelins, 
a conscientious, a dispassionate, a sy!’ 
pathising, a contemplative jury of her 
civilised countrymen.”

STUFFED MUSHROOMS 


The caps of one pound of mushrooms 
are boiled in slightly salted water until 
they are tender. The larger ones are put 
aside, and the smaller ones are chopped 
with pickled walnuts, celery and onion. 
The mixture is then stuffed into the lar- 
ger mushroom tops, which are placed 
under a broiler for two minutes before 
serving. 


ALLIGATOR-PEAR DE LUXE 


Two alligator-pears are cut in half, 
the stones are removed, and the halves 
are placed on a bed of crisp, fresh 
lettuce and finely cracked ice. Into 
each half are poured two tablespoon- 
fuls of dressing made of a half-cup of 
mineral oil, the juice of one lemon, 
three tablespoonfuls of vinegar, one 
tablespoonful of Worcestershire sauce, 
a half teaspoonful of salt, a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of paprika, and an 
cighth of a teaspoonful of pepper. These 
ingredients are put in a bowl over a 
small piece of ice and beaten with a 
fork until smooth and _ thick. 


WHEAT WAFERS, ELIZABETH 


Eight whole-wheat crackers are 
placed in a wire colander over boiling 
water. When soft, these are rolled up 
and put aside to cool for twenty-four 
hours, then toasted in a broiler before 
they are served. These wafers are 
delicious served with various salads. 


ORANGE ICE AU CREME DE MENTHE 


This dessert is amazingly effective 
in its lovely colour scheme. A round 
mould of orange ice is put in the sher- 
bet glass, and créme de menthe is poured 
over it,

FRUIT COCKTAIL, SUPREME 


Any fresh fruits except bananas and 
grapes may be selected for this cock- 
tail. The fruit should be cut and 
chilled for two hours, then a table- 
spoonful of ginger ale is poured over 
each portion before it is served. 


EGGS, DIABLE 


Four eggs are hard boiled, then 
dropped into cold water for one minute 
so that their shells may be easily re- 
moved. The eggs are then cut in half. 
The yokes are removed and combined 
with the following ingredients—one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-eighth of a tea- 
spoonful of pepper, one-eighth of a 
teaspoonful of paprika, two tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar, one tablespoonful of chili 
sauce, one finely chopped sweet pickle, 
and one-eighth of a teaspoonful of 
mustard. The mixture°is put in a 
pastry bag, which is used in filling the 
halves of the eggs with the mixture. 
Over each half of an egg a strip of pi- 
mento is placed, and the eggs are served 
on rounds of toasted gluten bread. 


GRILLED TOMATOES 


Ripe tomatoes are cut in half and 
seasoned with salt and pepper. A tea- 
spoonful of onion-juice and one quar- 
ter of a teaspoonful of finely chopped 
parsley are put over each tomato, after 

















which they are grilled for ten minutes. 


Stuffed mushrooms make a delicious 
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ASPARAGUS TIPS 


Two cups of the liquid in which the 
asparagus has been cooked are thick- 
ened with the yokes of four eggs. If 
canned asparagus is used, the liquid 
may also be used. The mixture is 
then flavoured with one tablespoonful 
of lemon-juice, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, and a dash of pepper. The as- 
paragus tips may be served in non- 
edible pastry patties if desired. 


CHILLED SPICED APPLES 


Firm red apples should be selected 
in making this dessert, and they are 
first wiped and cored. A mixture is 
then prepared, consisting of a quarter 
of a cup of prune-juice, an eighth of 
a teaspoonful of cinnamon, a dash of 
nutmeg, and a tablespoonful of lemon- 
juice. The bottom of a baking dish 
should be filled with boiling water, the 
apples placed in it, and the cavities 
filled with the mixture. These are then 
baked in a hot oven and basted fre- 
quently with the syrup which will form 
in the dish. When they are baked, the 
apples are served in glasses, on cracked 
ice.

OYSTER COCKTAIL 


An unusual and delicious cocktail 
sauce is made by combining a half-cup 
of chili sauce, one teaspoonful of 
horseradish, one teaspoonful of Wor- 
cestershire sauce, one tablespoonful of 
vinegar, one tablespoonful of lemon- 
juice, and a _ teaspoonful of finely 
chopped celery. A teaspoonful of salt 
and a dash of pepper are added, and 
the sauce should be thoroughly chilled. 


CRAB FLAKES IN TOMATO CUP 


Ripe, firm tomatoes of the same 
size are used to form the tomato. cups. 
A small slice is cut off the top of these, 
the pulp and seeds are scooped out, the 
shells are seasoned with salt, then 
turned upside down, and put aside for 
an hour. To make the filling, two cups 
of ripe tomatoes are cooked with a 
teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of 
grated onion, a teaspoonful of Wor- 
cestershire sauce, a tablespoonful of 
lemon-juice, one clove, a tablespoonful 
of parsley, and one teaspoonful of 
chopped celery. The tomatoes and the 
seasoning should be simmered slowly 
for about twenty minutes. When it is 
cooked, the mixture is strained and the 
yolks of three eggs are added, then 
two cups of crab flakes. The tomatoes 
are filled with this mixture, covered 
lightly with bread-crumbs and baked. 


CHICKEN AND MUSHROOMS MARGUERITE 


One cup of cooked chicken cut in 
one-inch cubes is added to one pound 
of peeled and boiled mushrooms. A 
sauce is prepared with three cups of 
chicken broth (the water in which the 
chicken has been cooked), the yolks 
of four eggs, a teaspoonful of salt, a 
dash of pepper, a teaspoonful of celery 
salt, one finely chopped pimento, and 
a half of a chopped green pepper. 


MACEDOINE OF VEGETABLES

T= Della Robbia portraits— 
only Della Robbia words, col- 
oured and glazed and shining, 
may picture Assisi, where it should 
have been so easy for good Saint Fran- 
cis to be good, and may picture Perugia, 
with a spiked halo, as though about her 
brow she wore the mystic treasure 
guarded in her cathedral, the bright 
wedding-ring of Mary, the Mother of 
God. 

Wreathed by the clouds, washed by 
the rain, gilded by the sun, Assisi and 
Perugia sit gazing from their opposite 
hills upon each other. Content are they. 
And whoknows their vain secret, as they 
sit, enamoured like Narcissus, each tak- 
ing the other for its own reflection in 
the fair mirror of the Umbrian plain? 
Yet which of the two, indeed, but 
should be content to gaze always upon 
one, were it the other? 


TWO YOUNG-OLD CITIES 


Pretty as a picture are they, these 
young-old towns, young with the spring 
rebirth of beauty, old with the years, 
yet with the years sitting as lightly up- 
on their shoulders as the cities them- 
selves sit lightly upon the shoulders of 
their two Italian hills. Carefree are 
they, these two, the echoes of their 
history never resounding through their 
streets like the music of grand opera, 
but rather like fluting, shimmering 
melodies—the pipes of Perugia, say, 
or the cymbals of Assisi, after the 
drums of Rome! 

And, in Assisi, even before the mind 
has time to think of sweet omniscient 
Saint Francis, the irrelevant Anglo- 
Saxon eye notes something un-Latin, 
strange—Assisi is clean. Assisi is 
washed, starched, ironed, fragrant. 

But holy Assisi, so sweetly sincere, 
hastens to disclaim any intention of 
thus edging up next to godliness by 
the way of cleanliness. Stretched out 
in a lovely, long, uneven line upon the 
high hillside, in mid-air above the plain, 
Assisi flaps willy-nilly in the wind, 
like the laundry hung out on the line to 
dry. And so, willy-nilly, is Assisi clean, 
slanting so that every rain-drop bathes 
it, every sunbeam dries it, every wind- 
storm irons it out. Thus, vicariously, 
as it were, Assisi comes into this agree- 
able Anglo-Saxon accident of cleanli- 
ness in the midst of otherwise engag- 
ingly picturesque Latinity. And thus, 
upon Anglo-Saxon and Latin alike, 
Nature and Rabelais have their little 
laugh—Rabelais and Nature so near 
alike that, like Assisi and Perugia, 
they doubtless each take the other for 
its own reflection. 


ASSISI ON THE HILLSIDE 


From the plain below, every one has 
caught the first glimpse of Assisi, every 
one, that is, except the white pigeons 
of Saint Francis, who had the happi- 
ness to flutter down in soft white flocks 
upon it from above—or except, also, 
any modern imitator who elects to 
descend upon its serenity by the way 
of an airplane. For, certainly, neither 
for pilgrim, pigeon, pedestrian, nor 
aviator would the Italian railroad 
dream of exerting itself to climb that 
mountainside! Instead, one leaves the 
train at a little village in the lowest 
possible point of the plain, a somnam- 





bulant, dreaming village which sends 
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The Pipes of Perugia, or the Cymbals 
Of Assisi, after the Drums of Rome

not even one straggling house climbing 
upward towards the small, holy city 
above, but rests below, effortless, as- 
sured of its salvation by its own pro- 
tecting church of Saint Mary of the 
Angels. 

Slowly, then, in an open carriage, 
one approaches Assisi, as high above 
the jade plain of Umbria as Amalfi 
is high above the turquoise Gulf of 
Naples. Yet, Assisi is lodged firmly, 
instead of perched precariously, for 
sober Saint Francis built upon a rock 
instead of in a vineyard! 

Half-way up—and above is the triple 
church of San Francesco, a long line 
of arcades like the facade of a palace 
of the Caesars, and below the long, 
lazy valley swinging like a hammock 
between the hills. 

The Church of Saint Francis is really 
one, yet three. There is the upper 
church, the lower church, and, below, 
the chapel in which Saint Francis lies. 
The church was built, and much of its 
decoration achieved, in the early part 
of the thirteenth century. It, therefore, 
is almost as much a memorial to the 
artists who decorated it as to the saint 
who inspired it, and almost as much 
a memorial to Italian art in general 
as to the individual painters. The very 
originators and beginners of Italian art 
are here, expending themselves lavishly 
in the honour of the good saint. 

Giotto, the first of the Italian 
painters, is here in many frescoes, with 
the richness, the quiescence, the gold 
gleaned from the ancient Byzantine art, 
with the naiveté, the freshness, the 
sweetness of the new Christian religion. 
In the upper church is Giotto’s “Saint 
Francis Blessing the Birds,” one of 
the most familiar, most copied, most 
appealing paintings in the world. Cim- 
abue is here, too, the first Italian to 
add some suggestion of reality to the 
mystic unearthliness of painting. 


THE CHURCH OF SAINT FRANCIS 


So rich and soft in texture is the 
decoration of the lower church, so in- 
finitely covered with colour are wall 
and ceiling, it is more like a velvet 
jewel-box than an interior of stone 
and plaster. Though it may be a great 
fault to mention Saint Francis and 
Borgia in the same breath, though it 
may be a great artistic error also to 
be so reminded, it does remind the 
beholder of the sumptuous apartments 
of the Borgia Pope, Alexander VI., 
decorated by Pinturicchio in the palace 
of the Vatican at Rome. 

And, in this lower church of Saint 
Francis, there is a Lorenzetti Madonna, 
so sacredly sweet, so heavenly lovely, 
that no one has ever been able to leave 
her except in the confidence of return- 
ing. Over her eyes, her heavy lids are 
dropped half-way; in her arms, the 
Christian babe; back of her head, a 
halo of splendid pagan gold. 

Perugia sits on its opposite moun- 
tainside from Assisi, beckoning from a 
railroad station far below it in the 
valley, also to be reached slowly by 
carriage—with, above and below, the 
same happy, carefree colours that are 
reproduced in the famous Umbrian 
china-and the familiar cross-stitch em- 
broidery of Assisi. 

Perugia, the home of the great painter 
Perugino, believes that it was first

an Etruscan city. But that was long 
ago indeed, so dimly distant that not 
even the Romans could remember it. 
In fact, it was one of the pleasant 
outdoor sports of the first Roman Re- 
publicans to dig for Etruscan ruins, al- 
though, assiduous as they were in 
their delvings, not even they ever es- 
tablished the origin nor the end of the 
Etruscans—they came to Italy from no- 
where, and that is where they went. 
But, while they were in Italy, the 
Etruscans surely were in Perugia. How- 
ever, the earliest Roman date that 
Perugia bears is three hundred and 
ten years before the birth of Christ— 
at any rate, assuring the fair city an 
age when every added birthday is a 
crown instead of a cross! 

Though ancient churches, historic 
squares, picturesque streets, Etruscan 
ruins, are so plenteous in Perugia that 
a list of them would lead one to be- 
lieve this Italian hill town as large as 
New York or London, it is really but 
a village. And though other of its pos- 
sessions may possibly attest more to 
its past fame, its overwhelming claim 
to present favour lies in its beautiful 
Piazza del.Municipio, with the Palazzo 
Comunale and the famous fountain, 
the Fontana Maggiore, beside which 
Hawthorne places one sad, remember- 
able scene of The Marble Faun. 


THE TOWN HALL OF PERUGIA 


The Palazzo Comunale, or, if one 
wishes to call it so, the Palazzo Pub- 
blico, or, in plain English, the town 
hall is, perhaps, the most beautiful sec- 
ular building in all Italy, even allow- 
ing that, as to beauty, there are those 
who claim that Italy is the world, and 
the world is Italy. The Palazzo Co- 
munale is of the thirteenth century. So 
sensible of its superlative perfection 
have the citizens of Perugia been that, 
instead of using it as a fortress—one of 
the accepted uses of the Italian town 
hall—, they have always fortified them- 
selves in their cathedral, so that it 
might bear the brunt of attacks and 
the Palazzo Comunale remain un- 
scathed. Nor can there be denied to 
the enemies of Perugia a sensibility 
to beauty less chivalrous than their 
own, for, though the lovely Palazzo 
Comunale is only a few feet across 
the Piazza from the cathedral, it bears 
no slightest mark of stray violence, 
while the facade of the cathedral is 
scarred like a scroll with the records 
of Perugia’s battles. 


A ROOM OF GREAT BEAUTY 


'The Sala dei Notari, room of the 
notaries, now used as an assembly hall 
of the city government, is the most 
beautifully decorated room in the Pal- 
azzo Comunale. But, it is the outside 
of the building that wins the adoration 
of all worshippers of beauty. 

The very famous and very large 
Pinacoteca Vannucci, the art gallery 
of Perugia, is also in the Palazzo Co- 
munale. Here are many representative 
works of the great native painter, Per- 
ugino, whose real name was Pietro 
Vannucci and who was called Perugino 
because he came from Perugia. The 
School of Siena also is worthily repre- 
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(Continued from page 170) 


sented, and there are notable works 
of that most interesting Giovanni Bel- 
lini, of Pinturicchio, of Benedetto Bon- 
figli, and also of Raffaelo. 

The Cathedral of Perugia, dedicated 
to Saint Lorenzo, possesses the wed- 
ding-ring of Mary among its treasures. 
The famous pulpit of “San Bernardino,” 
from which he preached for the first time 
in 1425, is a little basket-like pulpit 
hanging against the outside of the 
church near the door opening on the 
Piazza. It overlooks the lovely Piazza 
where were wont to gather the turbu- 
lent crowds that San Bernardino sub- 
dued by his voice, and where, among 
other historical fantasies no less pic- 
turesque, occurred the burning of the 
“Books of necromancy and women’s 
false hair.” 


FIVE OLD PAINTINGS 


Not far distant from the cathedral 
is the Collegio del Cambio, the ‘“ex- 
change,” so familiar a feature of every 
Italian city of old. This is now a show- 
place, as it has four great frescoes 
by Perugino, in addition to an infinite 
amount of decoration by disciples of 
the school of painting that he founded. 
There is here, also, one bit of paint- 
ing by Raphael. 

The Church of San Pietro is filled 
with paintings, no less than Perugino 
and Guido Reni, Sassoferrato, and 
some attributed, as well, to Raphael. 
In days gone by, this church possessed 
a wondrous art collection, many pieces 
of which now are said to swell the 
Vatican collection at Rome. 

When Napoleon conquered Italy, he 
ravished the Italian churches no less 
than the museums, San Pietro of Per- 
ugia with the rest. Later, after the 
Battle of Waterloo, the English prom- 
ised Italy the return of all the 
ravished works of art. However, be- 
cause there was not room in the Louvre 
itself—tis said by Italians—for all 
Napoleon had seized, he had distributed 
his ill-gotten, but not ill-favoured goods 
all over France. Here and there over 
la belle France was gathered up what 
could most hastily be collected of the 
stolen treasures, and they were dis- 
patched to Rome. 


LOST ART OF PERUGIA 


But, ah, did that mean the Church 
of San Pietro in Perugia received back 
its stolen art? Not at all, not to this 
day, they say. Instead, the Pope at 
Rome has refused from then till now 
to redistribute the disintegrated col- 
lections, and the whole of the Napol- 
eonic loot now forms the Museum of 
the Vatican. Whether this is true or 
not, it is one of the telling tales one 
hears in Perugia, and to the traveller 
but enhances Rome without detracting 
from Perugia! 

And not one of the least romantic 
experiences of Perugia is the drive 
back to the town from the Church of 
San Pietro, through the ancient Porta 
San Pietro, called “the gate of the 
two gates,” and along the broad Corso 
Cavour, and on to the hotel at the 
edge of the city and the edge of the 
earth, where the hill that makes Perugia 
a “hill town” drops down into the plain.
